trifling things as Conſcience, Honour, or Religion.

CHAP. 


The Life of Ignatius Loyola, the firft Founder of the Jeſuits. 


Qnce the Fe/tite, by many, hath been thouchr, not only a Spectator 4 

but ſomewhat an Acor, in the Stage of our late Sufferings; it will 
not be amiſs, if in the firſt place, the Original of this Political Order 
be briefly related, Though 'tis far from my intention tro throw any 
dirt, either upon all of this Soctery ( ſome of them , poſſibly, be- 
ing of honeſt inclinations ) or thoſe of the Rumiſh perſwaſion; ſince 
Experience hath proved many of them tro be men, really pradiſins ho- 
neſty and loyalty : And that Religion iS moſt wicked, which oppoſerh 
Civil Obedience. 

The firſt Founder of the Fe/ites, was one Tenatius Loyola, | by the 
Spaniards call'd Inigio, or Tiigo de Loyola ] born of a good and anci- 
ent Family C as his friends report) in the year 1491. in Czipu/coa, ( a 
Province in Spain betwixt Biſcay and Navarre, ) ata place called Lnyola 
[whereis a little pleaſant Chappel dedicated to him | betwixt 4/:otia 
and 4/petia upon ri ©rrola, 

He lived according to the delights and pleaſures of the world, till 
he was about 29. years old. About which rime, the French believing 
Pamplona , and he there a defendant , he had the fortune ro have both 
his leggs grievouſly hurt ; the lefc by a lone, and the right broke by 
a bullet. After this, the French having maſtered the City , Ignatius 
was conveyed to the aforeſaid Ca/a de Loysla, where he was cured, 
yer not ſo well, bur that he halred on both feet; And this deformiry 
caus'd him ro make ſuch /ambicks in his going, that he became a 
laughing-ſtock to the ſpecators ; which ( as ſome obſerve) made him 
withdraw himſelf to a ſolitary life , where he had time and conveni- 
ence tolay a ground-plot to his furure Order. But the Jeſuites will 
inform us of other pretty ſtories ( fit ro be ſtirchtup with Yillegas 
de Natalibus, de Voragine, Cantiprotanus, and ſuch like old wite rale- 
tellers ; ) aS that he was cured by St. Peter, and put in mind of his Or- 
der by the Virgin Mary : and tell you of many pretty Miracles done 


by this lame Souldier, who had the vertue of Chaſtity given him by the 
Virgins fiat. 
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Afrer his Converſion ( however it was ) for the more ſtrengrth- 
ning of him 1n his goodly opinion, he goeth to Min/ſerrat in Catalonia , 
a Narrative of which wonderful Mountain , you may read in * Pedro 
de Medina , + L1d. Ninizs, out of whom + Nierembergins hath raken 
C as in other places ) his deſcription rerbatim, a place ſufiicienly fa- 
mous tO Pilerims. From this Hill, with an intention to viſit the Holy 
Land, and convert the Turks, he foeth io Barcelona, thence failes 
into /taly , wn they ſay, cur Saviour apPFeared to him, and helpt 
him very ſtranzely into Padra and Venice ; and when he wanted a lodp- 
Ing , ſomethino from Heaven, b xcſPoke one for him. Fiom Ztaly he 
ſayls ro Palefline , Where he viewed Jerrjalem, and the adjacent pla- 
ces 3 nor did Chriſt forget to 2ppear to kim here allo, as his own 
friends relate. 

From the Holy-Land he returrs 19 Fenie, thence cocth to Cenna , 
where he carryed himſelf ſo clounifhly and irreverently, that he was 
taken for a mad-man ; and thence fails to Barcelona, where he endea- 
vours to learn his Grammer, and beran to read 2 little Book mate 


by Fra/mes : Put the peruſing of it( if you will believe the Jeſuits ),to £ 


cool'd his former zeale, rhar he threw it away, and would never look 
on It again, whereupon the Genera! afrerwards of this Order, forbad 


any of De/. Zraſmus his Books ſhould he peruſed. Having read his ** 
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Grammer here wo yea1s, he goeth to Alcala de Henares, where he 


and his companions, from the length of their Coars,obtain'd an anſwer-

able denonination from the Univerſity-wits: ſuch pride &id they rake 


in G:ncularity. and for ſuch like pranks was he caſt into Pri! on, though 


at laſt releated with a ſevere check. Having ſtay'd ſeven moneths here 
( in which time he cot ſome skill in Logick, Phyſicks, and Divinity a 
nick Ectolar as they would have him ) ; he paſſerh io ak &, 
whe e he behaved himiclf fo diſcreetly, that he was 1tnyiifoned acain , 
wich the honourable addition of a Chain, thouch utter for his 1c- 
leate. 

In Spain, perceiving himiclf to be only derided, he thought it nor 
conducible to his deſigns to abide there : wherefore he Intengs 10 vis 
fit France ; for which purpole having procured an Als to carry his 
Fooks and other things, he himſelf foots ir to Parcinona, and thence 
to Paris, where he re-enters himſclt into a Grammer-School, <cither 
forgetting what formerly he learn d, or through dulucts wanting a 
conſiſtent apprehenſion , and this was when he was near 40.years old. 
Here for his ſimple non-conformity , he had like to have been whipt 
in a publick manner, bur eſcaped that ſcouring. by his own confi- 
dence, and the Primers or Maſters folly. But after that , he ( or 
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ſome other higher Authority for him) , acted his part ſo well, that of 14,5, is Dies 


a Scholar , he became not only a Maſcer, bur alſo gain'd the eſteem 
of ſome Sandy. Thoſe-who, at fiſt ſubmirted themſelves to his 
way of life , were Peter Faber , Francis Xavier , ( who firſt went to 
convert the /ndies, where he d1d many prety tricks, if you credit 
Terſelinis, one of his own Society ).

laſt he got a lodging in the Spaniſh Colledge. Thence he goeth to Yenice, 
10 ExPER his aſſociates from France , where he was accuſed for a He- 
retich , that rambled over the world to ſpread his Frrors , for which pur- 
poſe he and his aſſociates had fled Spain and France , to eſcape dre p:iniſh- 
ment : But from this accuſation he £ot hini{elf clear'd by favour and 
greatneſs, who could nor he ignorant what a profitable Plant this 
bold Company would be in the Romiſh Wilderneſs. 

Here his Companions mer him, as formerly avpointed ; where 
they imploy themſelves in charitable uſes, Frances Xavier, endeavours 
ing to cure the French Fox by very loathſome means, wiz. by ſucking 
out the corrupred matter with his delicate mouth ; as the virtuous 
and loving Queen Eleanor preſerved King Edward the firſt, by ſucking 
the poyſon out of his wounds. After they had entred into Orders, 
they intend for Rozre ; bur to prepare way for the reſt, /gnativs with 
Faber and Lanes go thither firſt , whilſt the reſt diſtribute themſelves 
into other places of /taly, to gain Profelytes.

The Order being thus conſtituted, /gnatizswas choſen Generall 
over ihem,though (as you may believe , he was very modeſt,carneſt- © 5 4 r- 
ly declining fo great Honour.

This laſt clauſe might ſeem to palliate very well this Article of O- 
bedience, to thoſe who are not acquainted with their Writings and 
AQtions ; but they whoihave any knowlege with their Caſuiſts, cannot 
be ignorant , how they annihilate and jeaſt with lin, by their ſocia- 
ble DoGrine of Probable Opinion , of Direfing the Intention , and 
ſuch like ; as you way ſee mote at large in the MyFery of Fe/uiti/m, of £** .Prowncids 
which, the laſt Edition with its Additionals will yield you more ſatiſ- _ 
faction. 

With theſe things I ſhould be very unwilling to charge them, did 
I not know , that the Agitators of theſe Political evaſions from Sin , 
where the chief Caſuiſts amongſt them , and their Books printed and 
reprinted by the conſent of their Superiouts. For thoſe men are very 
much to blame , who ſcandalize a General Religion with rhe fancies 
and extravagancies of ſome private Writers; for by this means mwighr 
Rebelling- Presbyrerianiſm,King-killing Independentiſm,deludedQua- 
keriſm, and other Hereſfies be thrown upon the famous Church of Eng- 
land, and ſeveral abſurdities upon the Ramaniſts,which cannot be found 
in the Tridentine Council.

Theſe frantick demands were 
Pleaſant to the Commons, becauſe agreeable to their deſtres, ifnot ſet 
on foot by themſelves; the which is ſomething probable, becauſe 
they owned it ſo farr, as to preſent it ro the Lords.

have ſpenr more time in the commendation of Rebellion, than in 
the Service of God. And certainly, 1 may as well call Prynxe a

piſtical , becauſe he wrote to learnedly againſt them. 

And as if this were not miſchief enough, the People muſt now and 
then be alarum d with ſtrance Reports of Forces from Denmark, Lore 
raizn , and other ſtrange places ; as if the Nation were to be cons 
quer'd,, and the Natifs throats cur; which it we yield, yer will the

his Prerogative;and if any Contradidion ke betwixt theſe two, they 
are obliged to yield totheirhetters, Nor doth it thwart the _—_ 
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of former times, for the Supream Authority to deſire aſſiſtance from 
People of a contrary Religion : as may be ſeen by the followtig ex= 

Reeueildes amples, as I find them fer down to my hand in a late French Trea- 
ang _ tiſe. za, the good King of JFudea , procured afſiiſtance from Beri- 
Prizces, & x. hadadthe Idolatrous King of Syria. And ſo did the Great Conftantine 
- de Eftran- jzmploy, in his Armies, many Heatheniſh Goths. So were the wicked 
124. P6123» Vandals call'd into Africa by good Boniface. And after this manner 
did Narſes , under the Emperour JauStinian, imploy the Pagan Lom- 

bards. The good Arcadius , Emperour of Conftantinople , though a 
Chriſtian, delivered the tuition of his young ſon 7heodoſrus, and the 
Government of the Empire till his Son came to ace; into the hands of 

1/digerdis King of Perſia, a Heathen ; who accordingly kept his pro- 

miſe with the Emperour. Heraclius the Emperour was beholden to 

the Saracens: as Baſilius and Conftantine's ſons to Fohn Emperour of 

\ Conffantinople , were to Oſtelzi. And by theſe people were alſo Henry 

and Frederick, Brothers to the King of Caile, mainly benefited in 

their Wars againſt the French. Ludouick Sforza, Duke of Milan, 

and others , begg'd aſſiſtance from the Zurk againſt the French , as 
Maximilian of Auſtria did againſt the Yenetians. And if ir be lawful 

to procure aid from Heathens ; certainly *a Chriſtian may ſeck 

help from thoſe who profeſs Fe/#s Chriſi, though in every thing they 

cannot abſolutely agree. But enough of this: ſince the Presbyrerian 

commits ten times more fin in Rebelling, than the wickedſt man can 

do in defending his own righr,though by the aſſiſtance of Turks and 


Intidels.

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The form of Preaching of late,was come to that paſs, that unleſs 
he decryed Learningas uſeleſs,or cither ſav'd or damn'd all,Cthough 
the latter was held the more Plaulible , ſuch was the peoples love 19 
extreams),he was held to want Eoth gifrs and a diſcerning ſpirit. To 
ſhake hands with the Text, and take no more norice of ir, then when 
3t was named,was a great ſign of ſome extraordinary Inſpiration: but 
a good and ſolid Sermon was reproach'd with Humane Learning ; as 


if Literature were no more advantape to a Divine, then the ancient . 


Ship Argo to defend the great Stones upon Sali hury-Plain from being 
ſroln away by the Parrots in Magellanica. 

And this way, they uſed to make Learning ſeem unneceſſary and 
odious to the Vulgar , that ſo with more plauſibleneſs, they might 
alienate their Lands. For nothing elſe could be their intentions to 
cheriſh up Ignorance,by ſufiering and encouraging Pratlers,who had 
never ſeen a Colledee, ſacrilegioully to abuſe Pulpits; by which, in- 
timating to the People, thar a Cobler or Taylors-ſtall, was as good a 
Nurcery for a Divine as either Univerſity» And to make this more 
Felible, a Band of 7tinerants were foiſted up in Wales, under the Con= 
dud of Yavaſor Powell, one(if reports he true), more fit to rub Horſes 
Heels, then enter a Pulpit: where they rurn'd our the ſetled Miniſtry, 
andſo lock'd up the Church-doors, that a Sermon was as rare there, 
as they were too common in Zagland.

Theſe things are convincing to me , that the King never was one, 
or part of, but above, the 7Tbree Eſtates; it being ridiculous, that 
his Majeſty ſhould Petition himielf, and call himfelf ſubje& ro him- 
ſelf. Nor ſee I any reaſon, to doubt, that the Clergy was one, ha- 
ving Acts of Parliament for it , who knew their own Conſtituti- 
on beſt. 

'Tis true of late the Clergy have had ro Repreſentatives in Par- 
liament; the Reverend LordSSpiritual, being, I do not know how, 
thrown out of the Upper-Houſe; and the action, at laſt, by threats 
and other villanies , procured to be ſigned by the Royal Aſſent: for 
which ( and ſeeing they are ſince happily reftored again), I ſhall not 
at this time preſume to queſtion ; though many who are learned in 
our Fundamental Laws , ſuppoſe that reaſons might be ſhewa, and

rrary to his judgement; and, ſo was King Edward III. as apears by 
the Revocation of a Statute made the 15+ year of hiS raign.

the Parliament having got a new Art; of petting their ends about,vip. 
by tumultrs, and Threats , ſo that the King was rather foughr, than 
reaſoned out of it. And, what impudence the Commons were kra= 
ſoned with, to preſume, thus, to extirpate the Spiritual Lords, whoſe 
Antiquity in Parliament was double to theirs, is experimentally bes. 
yond expreſſion. Burt they , and ſo did the Puritanical Faction of 
the Nobility ( for ſuch Animals were amongſt them too ) know well 
enough, that the King would nor: only be weakened, bur themſelves 
ſtrengthened , by annihilation of 26, ſuch ſound, Royal and Ortho= 
doxVores, for which qualifications the Schiſmatical Lords and Com=

Theſe are Prefidents enough,to ſatisfic any man in the Parliaments 
ſubjecion to the King; it being in his power to conſtitute them, not 
they himzin him being the only Authority ro call,and diſſolve them, 
not any ſuch being in themſelves: He can pardon Malefacors, not 
they without his conſent.

Aud the meaning of this Starute hath ſeveral times ſince been made 
g00d, by practice cn the part of the Commons. For in King Edward 7. X's. Sobet 
the third's dayes, a Parliament was ſummoned to conſult abour the anenione 
ſecurity of the Marches of Scotland, and the Seas ; ond, the advice of © oſs 
the Commons wos deſired abour theſe things. Burt they humbly 
declined it, ſubmiſlively deliring , that they might nor be pur 
to conſult of thole things whereof they had no cogniſance. And 
in the ſame King's reign when their advice was asked, touching 
a Proſecuiijon of a War with France; after four dayes conſultation, 
they returned their Anſwer by Juſtice 7horp: T hat their humble deſire 
to the Aing, was, that he world be adviſed therein by the Lords, being of 
more experience then themſelves in ſuch affairs. 

And in the ftxr year of King Richard the ſecond, a Parliament was 
call'd ro conſulr, Whether the King ſhould go himſelf ro reſcue 
Gaunt , or ſend an Army ? The Commons humbly anſwered by their 
Speaker Sir 7 homas Puckering , That the Council of Warr did more 
belons to the King and his Lords. And the next year after, their ad- 
vice being asked, concerning the Articles of Peace with France, they 
modeſtly excuſed themtelves,as too weak to counſel in ſuch weighty mat= 
ters , ard being more earneitly preſt to ſhew their own opinions,they 
humbly adviſed rater for Peace then Warre: For in thoſe dayes the 
Knights and Eurceiles made ir their only care, to ſtudy the welfare _— 
of, and complain of the grievances which affliged, thoſe places 
for which they ſerved. Thole of Lin,vould conſult the advancement 
of the Trade of Fiſhing ; thoſe of Airwich,the making of Stutis; he of 
Teverfon, of Kertics; thoic of Suffolk, what conduced to the benefir 
of Clothing ; thoſe of Cornwa!,for their Stanueries;z and never pry 
into thoſe things which were farr above many of their Intellecuals. 
Many ofthem being bur of inferiour Trades : and ſo almoſt as unfit 
to apprehend the Intrigues of State, and manage ſuch grand Con- 
cerns, as Caligula's Horſe to officiate in Divine Service, though made 4» -* coi 
a Prieſt by the ſaid Emperour ; or thoſe Prieſts a hundred years ago, þ 14% 
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rance was ſuch, as to think , that the New-Teſtament was compoſed 
by Martin Luther. Such was the modeſty and diſcretion of former 
Parliaments. And, if theſe of later date haveany more Priviledpes 
then the ancient , tis ſo farr unknown to me , that I deſpair ofever 
finding them. 

Of rhis, I need ſay no more, but that, as a Parliament in Queen 
Mary's dayes , ſupplicated , That the Pope's Supremacy over them, 
might be reſtored , greatly repenting them of their former Schiſm , 
by which means they got their abſolution from Cardinal Pool.So had 
it been well for many of our late Members, to have acknowledged 
the King's Authority , and reduced themſelves betimes to his Obes 
dience. ary 

Much more might be ſaid in the behalf of the Prerogative Royal.

And with this clamorous plea, they have lately thoughr to ſave their 
Bacon, in the multitude of their bewitched Proſfelytes,be their Acti- 
ons never {o notorious ; And theſe Priviledges, they are gloriouſly 
Pleas'd to call, Zheir ancient and undoubted Rights and Inheritance. 
But King James, (a Prince, roo wiſe and learned, to ſubmir to, or 
wink at, a popular fury ), informed them plainly and truly, that 
he ſhould rather deſire them ro ſay , Thar their Priviledges were bur 
derived from the grace and Permiſſion of their Kings, moſt of them 
growing but from Preſidents, which ſhews rather a Toleration than 
Inheritance, And therefore, could not indure, Subjeds to uſe ſuch 
Anti-Monarchical words , unleſs ſubjoyned with acknowledgment of 
grace and favour. 

What their Priviledges are, they have keen very unwilling to 
ſhew in a particular way : But be they what they will , theſe two 
following , they have moſt made uſe of, and imbraced, viz. 

1. Liberty of ſpeech. 
2. Freedom from Arreſt and Impriſonment.

H Ow agreeable the praGiſe of rhe Brethren have been ro theſe 
Treaſonable Notions afore ſpecified, ſhall here im brief,be'laid 
down by their tumultuous Carriages in Sootland. Whither theſe Prin- 
eiples, kindled with a fiery zeal, (enough to eat up whole Kingdoms), 
were carryed , 'and the furiouſneſsof-them greatly augmentedat-the 
return 
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return of John Anox, (that great Incendiary of the Natien , and Kirt. 


of Scotland , as a learned DoGor calls him ) from Geneva, [ 1559. | 
A man thar ſtill had the misfortune to carry Warr and Confuſion a- 
long with him; as if, like Hippocrate's Twins, he and they were inſes- 
parable; witneſs the C6mbuſtions he made at Franck fort,amonsgſt the 
poor Engliſh Proteftawts fled thither for Religion, where he was not 
undeſervedly accuſed of High- Treaſon againſt the Emperor by com- 
paring him,into Print, to Nero, and calling of him ZE nemy to Chriſt,g&c, 
For which crimes he was forced to ſculk away to Geneva, thence 10 
Diep in France, and after that to Scotland; whence after few weeks 
ſtay, he fled back to Geneva; bur nor ſetling there, he returns to Diep 
again: fiom which place, he wrote divers Letters to the Scots,to ſtirr 
them up to Rebellion; and having by that means wrought ſome con- 
fidence among them, returned to Scotiand again. 

By theſe Principles diſtill'd amongſt them by this wandering Bro- 
ther, and the deadly Feuds, of old, betwixt the Nobility, the Nation 
became miſerably diſtracted. The Kings and Queens thinking it hard 
meaſure, to have their undonbred Rule and Soveraignty pluck 'd 
from them, by ſuch inferior Inſtruments and Vaſlals: And, on the 
other fide, the Congregators, [ for ſo they then call 'd themſelves} , 
back 'd on by ſeveralHott-ſpurs,ſcorned to yield ſubjzeGion toany bur 
themſelves; ſo, that the diſturbed Kingdome appeared to be gover- 
ned by wo diſtin& Authorities ; like Ce/ar, and Pompey, one party 
diſdaining an Equal, whilſt the other denyed a Supream. The Presby- 
ters ſo farrextolling their own Priviledges, as Chriſts Embaſſadors: 
that many thought there was no Antichriſt,but Kings, and ſuch Civil 
Authority ; which cogitations nurſt in them ſich a ſmali eſteem of 
their Rulers, or Laws, that they did nor only think,that ro be their 
Tight, which was moſt agreeable to their own humors, bur alſo, thar 
they might gain ſuch 'things to themſelves by rhe Sword: AS if Subs 
Jeds need any more Priviledge then the courſe of Law ? 

At the beginning of the Reformation in Scotland, the Qneen Re- 
gent favoarably, becauſe contrary to her Religion,allowed them the 
Bible in their own Language:Bur they not content with this,uſe their 
wonted Maſter-peice of Reviling ; upon which, ſhe was conſtraind to 
ſend for ſome of their Preachers, to appear before her, who acord- 
ingly came ; but with ſuch a multitude of favourites and attendants, 
that through fear of her own Perſon, ſhe was obliged to order, by 
Proclamation , all to depart , who came unſent for; a thing alwaies 
uſual in the beſt of Governments:yert was this ſo offenſive to the bre- 
thren , that they throng in Tumults into her Privy-chamber, and 
there threaten her with their weapons, ( an a& quite contrary ro 
the Apoſtles and Primitive Chriſtians ) ; ſo that ſhe was conſtrained 
to pleaſure them. 

Afterwards ſhe allows them liberty to uſe their Prayers and Ser- 
vice In the Vulgar Tongue, provided, they kept no Publick Afſem- 
blies in Edenbourgh, or Leith, for avoiding Tumults, And in their 

| Petition 
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Petitioh'to her for the obtaining theſe favonrs ; they acknow edpe, 
that thr Redreſs of all Fnormities,both Eccleſiaflical and Civil,did order 


ly belong to her. But, this acknowledging of her Authority, laſted nor 
lang : for, when preſently afterwards, they demanded niore liberty, 
with 2 bob at Bifhops,and not receiving a Pofitive Anſwer according: 
to their Intentions; They publickly proteſt to farid to their Tentnts; 


and that they will defend all thoſe who ſhall violate ſuch As and Rites

At theſe aGtions »- the Queen-Regent was ſo moved, as to 
profeſs, ſhe could not keep promiſe with them 3 upon which rhey 
reply , We cannot any longer acknowledge your Aitthority,ond will 
henceforth renounce all Obedience toyou. Thus do they acknowledge 
and deny Supremacy, as each action will ſerve for their turn, And 
to this purpoſe, King Femmes, ( who had moſt reafon to know theſe 
people ) , thus tellsus 3 That John Awox , wrote to the Queen-Regent, 
telling her , that ſhe was the Supream Head of the Church , and there- 
fore charged her ro ſuppreſs the Popiſh Biſhops. But this laſted no 
longer, then till they had got their deſires, and then they made /mall 
account of her Authority , but took all into their own hands; and ; how 
they uſed that poor Lady , my Mother , (ſaith King James,) , 55 not m« 
known ; and how they dealt with me in my minority you all know; it was 
not done ſecretly. 


Tumult and Uproar ſhall riſe, or abuſe be violtiit 


AS they told the Queen Regent, that they would renounce all Obe« i s 5 


dience to her;ſo were they as good as their words: For away go they 
in Tumulrs, and ruine all before them,pulling down the Monaftericy 
and Cathedral Churches at Perth, St. - Andrews,Scome, Sterling, Eden« 
borrgh, and other places : Fohn Anox inciting them to it, by his Ser»

of his Fraternity hold their peace. And having got thus ſure foot. 
ing, nothing would ſatisfie them, but ro have all; for which purpoſe, 
at a General Aﬀembly at Zdenburgh, they draw up a Petition of ſeve- 


ral Heads,the firſt of which was, That the Queen her /elf, with all her - 


Family , ſhouldnt only forſake Maſs and Popiſh 1dolatry ; but; that all, 
none excepted, ſhould be puniſhed, who tranſgreft this Article. ' To this 
ſhe anſwered, (being then at St. Johnflons ), That, as ſhe freely gave 
every one Liberty of Conſcience ;. ſo ſhe hoped , that her Subjefis would 
not preſs her to do againft her Conſcience, and, that ſhe did net only 
think,, that there was no impiety in the Maſs , butzthat her Religion was 
true , and grounded upon the Word of God. But this gave them no full 
ſatisfaQion. 


Henry Stewart Lord Darnly , being' now marryed to the Queen, 15655. 


[ July , 1565. ] and proclaimed King , the Xnoxian Lords fly to their 
Arms , and fo doth the King alſo ; bur,before his march; hears Anox 
preach at Edenburgh at St. Giles Airk, where he rail'd againſt rhe 
preſent Government, refleQively ſaying , That for the ſins of the 
People, God gives them Poyes [ the King was about 21. yeares old, 
and Women-to rule over them : After which , the King marcheth 
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againſt the Lords, who fly into England. yet, through Interceſſion, 
all was reconciled. 

Not long after this,the Queen was brought to Bed in Edenburgh Cas 
feleſbetwixt9.and 10.at night, Fuly19, Jofa Son,which was afterwards 
Chriſtned at Sterling, and call 'd James, who became at laſt the happy 
Uniter of the two Crowns. At the latter end of the ſame year, 
John Knox , intending to viſit his ſons at Cambridge , moved the Aſo 
ſembly to write to the Engliſh Biſhops, in favour of the Non.con- 
formiſts,then buzzing in Zngland. The which they do, but-in their 
wonted language, railing againſt the Surplice, Square-Caps, T ippets, 
and calling them Badges.aud Garments of {dolatry , Romiſh Raggeuain 
Trifles; telling them, (as if the ſerious Biſtovs need take advice from 
ſuch Hair-brains), 7 hat they may. boldly oppoſe all ſuch Authority,which 
dare command ſuch things; brave language, and a new way of begging 
to get curtelics by : | 

Some few weeks afterthis, the King was moſt barbarouſly mur- 
derd, [ 9* February ] but, by whom, and how, (becauſe Hiſtory will 
not tell us the trath ar large ) I think it not convenient to relate by 
peice-meal. Then was the Queen(whether willing or conſtrained,is 
nothing to me), marryed to Bothwell,againſt whom the Lords raiſe an 
Army, and forced him to fly into Denmark,where he was impriſoned: 
and they alſo ſeize on the forſakenQueen,whom they ſecare in the Iſ« 
land of Lochlevin,where by threats and fear, they forced her to reſign 
(tears trickling down her face abundantly her Intereſt in the Crown, 
to hex young Son, few dayes above a year old, who was Crowned few 
days after, at Sterling, [ July, 2y, ] Andif you will belive a late 
Hiſtorian,#70x,and other Miniſters were not ſatisfied with this Reſig. 
nation of hers,but would have her alſo deprived of life:nor is this 
Treaſonable cruelty contradictory to his fore- mentioned Principles, 

Now could the Anoxians deſire nothing more, having their King 
young in his Cradle, and, ſo capable of what impreſſion they pleas'd, 
and their Queen in cloſe Priſon, ſo thar they appeared Lords. and 
Maſters : Yet ſhe preſently eſcapes our 6f Priſon, gets ſome Forces, 
fights Murray the Regent : Eut being beat , fled into England, where 
Queen Elizabeth impriſoned her, till ſhe was , to the aſtoniſhment of 
many , beheaded [ 1586. ] after 18. yeares cloſe Impriſonment. 

The next year the Regent Murray was lain at Lithgow, by one Ha« 
milton.And then Lenox,the Kings Grand-father,obtained that dignity, 
againſt whom the Lord Hamilton in behalf of the Queen, raiſeth a 
Warr , in which Lenox was ſlain at Sterling. Then was the Earl of 
Marre choſen , who 1iot long after dyed of a Feavor. After whom 
the Ferlof Morton ſucceeded as Regent; afrer which , the Zueens 
Party , by degrees, loſt all Authority. In this year did John Anox 


' dyeat Edenbwrgh , | Novemb. 27, ] one that ( aS I am apttobelieve, 


all things conſidered ), gained more eſteem amongſt the people by 
the reverence of his long-beard, reaching down to his middle, then 


any real wiſdom or diſcretion that could be appropriated to him. 
And 
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Biſhops, denying the lawfulneſs of their Fun&ion, labouring for the 
abſolute Presbyterial Diſcipline,according to the Geneva mode,which 
rais'd ſome Tempeſts in the Church,inſomuch,that,ſome of the Preſ- 
bytery forbad Mr Patrick Adamſon, ( lately by the Regent preſented 
Cand by the Chapter choſen ) to the See of Er, 4Andrews_) to exerciſe 
any part of his Juriſdiction , till he had acknowledged and ſatisfied 
them» 


After this, Argyle and Athol not affecting the Regent, go to the x , 


young King ar Sterling,complaining againſt Morton, and defiring him 
to take the Rule upon himſelf, And ſo the King doth ar 12. years 
old ; and thus the Regency fell. | 


The young King being brought up in the Reformed way, confirms x < 7 9, 


the Religion in Parliament ; bur not their Diſcipline : he affecting 
the Epiſcopal Government, and, ever fince he was ten years old, as 
himſelf confefſeth, diſliked the Presbyterian way. And truly, Expe- 


rience gave him good reaſon for ir , But ro make all ſure, a Nega- 2638. 
give Oath, by way of a Confeſſion of Faith, wherein all the Romiſh 1 5 5 y. 


Ceremonies and Docrines were abjured, was drawn up by Mr. Fohn 
Craig, and this the King himfelf rook ; and this he reflected upon in 
the Conference at Hampton-Court. 


Having: thus ryed his Conſcience,as they thought, his Body muſt.x 5 5 24 


be ſecuredtoo, and 1o at Ruthen they leize upon him, and that with 
ſo much inhumanity and irreverence, that he burſt forth into tears, 
for which he got nothing bur this Aniwer from the Maſter of Glams- 
my; It 5 no matter for his tears, better that Barns ſhould weep , then 
Bearde-men . Upon this, the Earl of Arran going ro know the Kings 
condition, was ſecured,and his Brother ſore wounded: And none be= 
ing ſuffered to ſpeak with the King, bur whom they pleas'd;he cryed 
out to ſome Noble-men, whom the Duke of Lenox had-ſent to ſee 
him ; that ke was a Captive, and defiredhis good Subjects to releaſe 
bim. Butthis his Jaylors forced him preſently ro recant, by ſetting 
forth a Proclamation in his Name,thar all things were done accords 
ing to his own deſire, Then is the King cartyed to Zderburgh,where 
the Eſtates , and Aſſemblies of Miniſters , juſtifie this bold aGion, 
ſinging in triumph, as they went up the High-freet, the 124. Pſalm, 
New Iſrael may ſay , &c. Whilſt the King lay. under this conſtraiut , 


from France came two Embaſſadours , Monſieur la Mote , and Mene- gyurwoadi 
eb, to get the King releas'd, and a Treaty. betwixt the two Crowns, Pt 334- 


Againſt theſe the Miniſters declaim in their Sermons moſt bitterly ;: 
bur eſpecially , againſt La Mote , who being Knight of the Order da 
SainF E/prit, (an Order conſtituted at Paris by Henry the third, King 
of France, ' and Poland, 1579.) did wear, according to the cuſtom of 
his Order,the Badge of a White. Croſs upon his ſhoulder. - This they. 
call the Badge of Antichrift , and him the Embaſſadour of a bloudy Mure 
therer ; brave language to thoſe who knew the Authority of ſuch Pers 
ſns, and whom they repreſented, Theſe day ly out-cryes,and Per» 
H 2 ceiving 


And now comes Andrew Melvil', burning from Geneva, againſt 1 5 7 5 


Hampton Courts 
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ceiving nothing to be done, moved the Embaſladours ro depart : Bur, 
the King being willing to diſmifs them with ſome content, defired 
the Magiſtrates of Edenburgh to Feaſt them before their parting; for 
he, for his part, was not ſuftered ro do any thing ; the which they 


did thenext Munday. Burt the Miniſtry, to ſhew their rebellious Au- 


thority, and Devillith croſsneſs;proclaim a Faſt to be kept upon the 
next Munday , the day appointed for the Embaſiadours Entertain- 
ment;at this Faſt,the Miniſters thundred our againſt rhe Magiſtrates 
add other Noble-men, that waited upon the Embaſiadours by the 
Kings direGions: Norwas this all; but they purſued the Magiſtrates 
withthe Cenſures of the Church , and could ſcarce be ſtay'd from 
Excommunicating them , for not obſerving the Faſt they pro- 
claimed. 

The King not liking his Reſtraint,and perceiving how Imperious 
his Subjeds grew , whilft he was under batches, conſults an Eſcape, 
which was performed by the means of Cot. Stewart , Captain of the 


Guard, upon which,thoſe who would nor now ſubmit to his Majeſty, 


were proclaimed Traytors, he alſo declaring, that however his Pro- 
clamation came forth, yer it was extorted from him by violence, and 
therefore of no validity. But, for all this,the Miniſters in their Pul- 


' Pits vindicare the late Impriſoning of the King , for which 41drew 
. Melyil, was charged to enter his perſon at Blackneſs; bur he, inſtead 


of obedience, fled ro Barwick.: which proceedings againſt Metyil , 
cauſed great grumblings amongſt theBrerhren,who affirmed,thar nei- 
ther King, nor Council, can cenſure men for words in Pulpit, bur 
their own Aﬀociates , the Presbytery only. | 

The next year the Earl of Gowry, with whom joyned ſome of the 
Miniſters , run into open Rebellion ; bur,the Earl being taken,was 
beheaded, and the Miniſters fled for it, 

T he Nation being thus rent into diſtractions;by a company of bab- 
kng- malapert Boxte-fews ;:;the Parliament hoped by givins Ce/ar his 
due: and gagging: his Enemies mouths, all chings would then tend to 
Peace and Settlement. For. which purpoſe, they confirm his Ma- 


zeſtics Authority , over all perſons, and in all Cauſes. And;that to 


decline the Kings Judgement, and the Councils, in any thing,ſhould 
be High-Treaſon;and,ithat any thing whaiſoever, not approved of by 
the King, and the Three Eſtates, ſhould be null. And;that no per- 


- fon whatſaever, ſhould either privately, or publickly,cither in Ser- 
--; mon, Dectamation, or Ditcourſe, utter any falie,untrue,or ſlanders- 


aus ſpeeches, to the repraach,diſhonour, hurt, or prejudice of the 
King or any of his Parents:, or Progenicors, or his-Council : nor 
meddle with-the affairs of the King or State. | 


:>Theſe:goad and honeſt Ads,made the PreSbyters Horn-madd,who, 


hike our bordering Moſfs-Troopers,are never content,but when doing 
mifchief to. others. They proteſt againit. theſe wholtom Statutes, mas» 
ny of them fly away into England, icorning to live in ſuch ſubjedtion; 
and Libelsand- Pawphlers fty plentifully againſt rhe King and Courr:

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And by Letrer, proteſt choſe Ads to be againſt the Word of God,and 
therefore,if they ſubwit to them, they ſhould then ke Traytors toGod:; 
reviling Biſhops,whom they call Gro//e Libertines, Belly-gods, and 1n+ 
Famors;and ſuch like charitable ſtuff as this. This turbulent ſpirit flow- 
ing amongſt them, made many of them be impriſoned, and others ſuſs 
pended from their Livings. 

But, this laſted not long : for the next year the Scales turned, the $ 
banjſhed Lords being come again into Scotland,they joyn Forces, and * D-9 
march toSterling,where they ſeizeupon theKings Perſon againgwhom 
they conſtrain, by Proclamation, ro pardon them all. Now did the 
Court puton a new facezthe old Officers are turn'd our,and others put 
In. This imboldens the Miniſters,who fled,to return again;bur much of 
their intended malice was ſtoprt by a Parliament , who order , thar 
none ſhall reproach his Majeſties Perſon, State, or Government. This 
incenſed the Miniſtry ſo much : as to ſtir up one Wat/on, in his Ser- 
mon, to rail te the Kings face of his evil Government, for which he 
was impriſoned at Blackneſs. This mans mouth being thus ſtopt , ano- 
ther of that gang, call'd Fames Gibſon in his Sermon at Edenburgh , 
affirmed the King to be rhe Perſecutor of the Church , and calls him 
ro his face, Jerohoam, pronouncing this Curſe againſt him , That He 

ſhould dye childleſs, and be the latof his Race. Por this becauſe be- 
fore the Council he mainrained the ſame againe, he was committed; 
yer afterwards, | 1587. ] upon better advice, he acknowledged his 
faulr, and was ordered publickly to do the ſame in his next Sefmon , 
rhewhich he promiſed ro do, yet did not; whereupon being charged 
for breaking his promiſe, he ſtubbornly anſwered ; 7hbat out of infir= 
mity and* weakneſs he had confes'd a fault , but now' is Conſcience 
told him, that his words were innocent. The Chancellor perceiving 
the mans inconſtancy, pur it to the 4ſembly, whether Gib/ori had done 
well or no; where, though many were ready to vindicate him, yet at 
hft, a majority found him flanderousand offenſive ; bur he not ap» 
pearing in the afrernoon to receive his cenfure,after much bandying 
ro'and fro,he was only ſuſpended during the pleaſure of rhe Aſembly. 
and this laſted but to the next Avgrit,when without ever acquainting 
the King, he was by his Brethren quitted; the which Coititenancing 
of ſuch Seditious Actions,die ſo incenſe his'Majeſly, that &ib/on was 
forced , to- fly into Zngland, where he was entertiined by the hot» 
brain'd Non-conformiſts, wo | : |

This boyling humour of the Miniſters,troubled King Fames nor a lit- 
tle : which greatly augmented, when they inſolently refuſed ro pray 
for the Queen his Mother, then near her end, though he had earneſt- 
ly commanded them. But the greateſt of all,was the execution in Zz- 
gland, how handſomely I know nor,though he greatly endeavoured to: 
ſtop it. 

But the King thinking to put anend to all tumults; thought fir to 
reconcile the Nobility,which at laſt he did, Feaſting them all at Haly- 
rud-houſe, thence cauling them to walk hand in hand, two and two,to 
the Market Croſs at Edinburg, where they ſealed their Concord by 
drinkivg one to another. The ſame peace he thought to have made 
with the Miniſters; but this not fadging, all fell tro nothing. 

After this, Huntley, Bothwell, Crawford, Montro/s, and Athol, agita- 
ted by the Jeſuits, rebell; bur upon their ſubmiſſion were pardoned. 
Yet thongh the King was ſo eaſie ro ſhow favour,ſo was not the Preſ- 
bytery,who deprive theBiſhop of Saint Avdrezps,of all ſpirituall fuu- 
Gon, for marrying the Kings Cozen, the Duke of Lenox his Siſter , to 
the Earl of Huntly, though hedid it by the Kings expreſs Command; 
yet was the King forced to diſſemble his diſlike of their inſolency, 
Knowing their power and ſtubborneſs ; and having another thing 1n 
hand, viz. his marriage with Ann the King of Denmark's Daughter : 
whom to fetch, he preſently took ſhip , and married her in Tp/lo in 
Norway; thence,through part of Swedeland and Denmark,,- he returned 
with her into Scotland,where ſhe was crowned, though the accuſtoma- 


ry union was much oppoſed by the Miniſtry,calling it a Jewiſh Rite 


aboliſhed at Chrifts coming , and introduced by the Pope. A 
Afrer this, Bothwell and ſome others conſpire againſt the King,ens 


deavouring to ſeize upon his perſon at Haly-rood-houſe and Faulkland;' 


but without ſucceſs, and ſo was glad to fly into Fngland. The Pres« 
byterie raking advantage againſt the King in theſe croubles, Petition 
that theAGs madeTl534.to reſtrain the inſolencies of theſe hot heads, 
ſhould be abrogated,which theKing was conſtrained(fearing leſt they 
fhould alſo rebell againſt him upon a denyal),in ſome ſort,to conſent 
to. Though the next year he aſſures them, rhar he would norſuffer the 
Priviledges of his Crown to be lefſen'd, nor Aſſemblies to meet with 
6ut his Order; bur this they ſlightly anſwer, by telling him, thar they 
will keep to the benifit allowed them the year before: Nor ſhall they 


bold their rongue in the Pulpit, upon juſt and neceſſary cauſes. Sach 
_ ſmall eſteem had they for their Soveraign,though they would humble 
themſelves to inferiour people in greater matters. For when they had» 


with the conſent of the Councell of Zdinbrrgh,made an Ad that the 
Minday Market in that City ſhould be alter'd to Zue/day: The Shoos 
makers whom it moſt concerned;gathered together before the Mini- 
ſters doors,threatning to chaſe them our of Town, if they harp'd up- 
on thar ſtring any more;which was the reaſon of this- Saying, there: 
Raſcals endSowters can obtain from the Miniſters,phat the Xing could not 
m matters more reaſonable. Bothwell 
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Bothwell as aforefaid, having fled to England, for Treaſon,returns 
again, and being aſſiſted with.other Nobles, and by the cunning of the 
Lady A1holl, ſeizeth upon the King at Haly-rood- houſe-where he con» 
ſtrains the King to pardon all,and that ſeveral perſons of quality 
ſhould be turned from the King's ſervice. But the King gerting to 
Sterling,the Eſtates there decreed Bot hwels ations to be Treaſonable, 
and the King not obliged to performance,becauſe forced;whereuponz 
Bathwell falling to open Rebellion,is pronounced Rebell. 

If the King's Authority could do this, the Kirk thought they had 
as much power to excommunicate theCatholickLords;which the King 
(the Lords offering themſelves to Tryal)endeavoured ro ſtop, telling 
them, that they had nothing to do in ſuch affairs; bur this denial ſo 
troubled and vext the Aſſemblyzthat they order all of their fraterni» 
ty to be in Arms:For this inſolency the King checking them;they re+ 
plyed,7 hat it was the Cauſe of God, and in the defence thereof, they could 
not be deficient. Hereupon, the King puts forth a Proclamation, pro- 
hibiring all meetings 3 yet, for all this, they kept on their Courſe,ſo 
that the King was forced 10 yield, Yet this procured him no peace, 
[ though the birth of Prince Henry rejoyced him, ] For Bothwell falls 
again into Rebellion, aſſiſted by A4rgile, Arrol, &c. Nay,the Preſ- 
byterie were ſo a&ive in this Treaſon, as to carry on his defigns;they 

give him the monies colleGed fer the relief of their then diſtreſſed 
Brethren at Geneva. By this means, having got ſome forces together, 
he fights the Kings Party, in which, though he was not beaten ; yer 
ſhifts for himſelf, diſſolving his Souldiers, Yer after this, having joyns 
ed himſelf wichſome Catholick Lords to ſurprize the King againzbur 
being diſcovered, flyes to o»en Rebellion,and having,with nine hung 
dred men, under the Command of Huntly, beat Argile, who had above 
1 000c«upon Compolition, are pardoned, but baniſhed. And Bothwelt 
gets himſelf ro France, thence to Naples, where he dyed miſerably 
poor, about the year, 1624« 
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The King for peace-ſake and good policy; had a mind to pardon ; «9 6, 


and call home the baniſhed Lords; ro which, at laſt Mr. Robert Bruce 

the Miniſter conſents,provided that Huntly ſhould not return;but the 

King reaſoning with hiw-for Hwntly roo , he imperiouſly anſwered s. 
1 ſee Sir , that your reſolution is to take Huntly into favour; which if 
you do, I will oppoſe; and you ſhall chooſe whether you will loſe Huntly, 

or Me; for us both , you cannot keep. This iS that Bruce, whoſe popu« 

larity outvyed the Kings ; whoſeing one time, what a multitude cons 

duced him into Zginburgh, ſaid, By my ſale, Bruce puts me down in his 

Attendants. And this 1s he, who had preached many years without 

Ordinationmor would he be ordained,which was the occaſion of ſome 

diſputes, 1595, 

Yet for all this ſelf-conceited pratler,the Lords returngwhich mad$ 
the Miniſtry, who meer about it,proclaim a Faſt,order inquiry to be 
made into their Favourites, againſt whom, they proceed with Cens 
fures,and clamouras if the Kirk had been finging her Reguiems, The 

King 
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King trottbled ar theſe curbulent ations under his yery noſe,by Pro” 
clamation diffolves them : Whereupow they Petition him, not to in* 
croach upon the Limits of ChriſtsKingdome. And theſe hubbubs were 
the more heightned by the Sermon ofMrDavid Blake,in which he rant! 
ed againſt rhe King,Queen,and Lords, and call'd Queen Elizabeth an 
Atheiſt, and a Woman of no Religion : of which the Zngliſh Ambaſla- 
dor complain'd, and demanded ſatisfaction: Upon this, Blake is ſum- 
mon'd before the Council, which ſo incenſed 4ndrew Melvill, that he 
labour'd to make it a Publick Cauſe ; and did ſo much, that they de- 
clare, it would be ill to queſtion Miniſters; and boldly told King 
Fames , (who asked them,if they had ſeen the Conditions of Huntley's 
Pardon), T het both he, and the refl,ſhould either ſatisfie the Church in 
every point, or be purſued with all extremity , ſo as they ſhould have no 
reaſon to complain of the over-ſight of Papiits; And as for Blake, they 
Pave him a Declinator, affirming it was the Cauſe of God, whereunto it 
concerned them to ſtaud at all hazzard ; and -this Declinator was ſenr to 
all the Presbyteries in the Kingdom,who were deſired not only ioſub- 
ſcribe it,but to commend the Cauſe in their private & publick Pray- 
ers to God ; ky which means they fancyed themſelves ſo ſtrong, thar 
.. . they deny the Kingito have power to judge a man for ſpeaking in Pul- 
- Pit;z and,thar the King, in what he had already done,had ſo wronged 
ChriſtsKingdom that the death of many men could not be ſo grievous 
to them. And therefore they ordain aFaſt for averting the Judgments 
then threatning the Airk. This ation ſo vext his Majeſty,that he for- 
bad all Convocatings and Meetings; but they little cared for him,or 
his Orders : for Mr. Walter Balcanquall,did not only forthwith rail a- 
gainſt the Court,naming ſeveral of rhe chief Courtiers ; bur defired 
all the well-affe&ed to meet in the Little Church io aſſiſt the Miniſtry, 
who did accordingly, and Petition the King in behalf of the Kirk. Bur 
the King asking them, who they were that durſt convene againſt his 
Proclamation, was worſhipfully replyed by the Lord Linde/ey, That 
they dur do more then ſo, and, that they would not ſuffer Religion to 
be overthrown. Multitudes unmannerly thronging into the room, the 
King departed,& they went to the lictle Church again, where Linde- 
fey told them, No courſe but oze, let us ſtay together that are here, and 
promiſe to take one part, andadvertiſe our friends, and the favuurers of 
Religion to come unto ws; for it ſhall be either theirs, or ours. Upon 
which, grear clamours, ſhoutings, and lifring up of hands followed, 
ſome crying to Arms, others to bring out Haman,( for whilſt the Lords 
were with the King, being ſent as above-ſaid, from the Little-Church 
Mr. Cranflone read to the People that ſtory ] others cryed out , The 
Sword of the Lord andof Gideon : and ſo great was the Peoples fury 
raisd on a ſodain, Thar, if the Provoſt, by fair words,and others by 
threats, had not tamed them, they had done ſome violence. Theſe 
ations of the Airkers makes the King leave the Town,& goto Linlith- 
gow," whereupon they reſolve for Warr,the Miniſters agitating them: 
Amongſt the reſt,one Fobn Wel/h,in his Sermon,rail'd pirifully againft 
the 
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the King, ſaying, He was poſſeſs with a Devil, and compared him to a 
Madd-man ; and affirmed, That Subjefs might lawfully riſe, and take 
the Sword out of his hand. In this fiery zeal, they write a Lerter to 
the Lord Hamilton, defiring him to be their General, telling him in it; 
That the People, animated by the Word and Mition of Gods ſpirit, had 

one to Arms, Bur all came to nothing, Hamilton refuſing ſuch re- 
bellious honour cartyeth the Letter to the King,who orders the guil[- 
ty Miniſters to be apprehended,who eſcape by flying into England, 
and the Magiſtrates of Edenh$urgh are pardoned. The overthrow of 
this one buſineſs ſtrengthned the Kings Authority mighrily , which 
was alſo confirmed by the Aſſembly at Perth, [ now better known by 
the name of St. Johbn'sT own. ] | | 

The Miniſtry being now pretty quiet, Ruthen Earl of Gowry, con= x & © 0. 

ſpired to kill the King, but to his own ruin. His Majeſty for his Pre» 


ſervation, orders, that Thanks ſhould ſolemnly be render'd to God ; 


bur in this he found the Presbyters croſs-grain'd, denyingto do any 
ſuch thing for ſuch a deliverance , whereupon they were ſilenced ; 
yet afterwards, ſhewing their willingneſs, were reſtored.In this year 
was King James his third ſon [ his ſecond, viz. Rebert, dying young } 
Charles born, afterwards King of England. | 
The next year was kept an Aſſembly at Burnt-ſNland, whither * 60 1:

the things therein contain'd would be highly difpleaſing to his Maje- 
ſty, bur alſo, that the King had expreſly forbad them-ro meddle with 
any ſuch Concerns : and in this Paper they greatly brag'd what their 
Priviledges were, and how they were their, tndoubted Right and,In-

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heritance, Theſe a&ions the King, who above all things loved Peace, 
dida lirtle reſent,and gave them a ſmall check in a Lerrer;upon which 
the diſcontented part of the Members grumble;and,having plotted a 
thin Houſe,and a lare hour, [ ſix a clock at night,in December ] not a 
third part of the number being there,drew up a Proteſtarion in behalf 
of the Liberty, Priviledges, and Juriſdiction as they pretended, and 
recorded it in their Journal Book [ 19. Decemb. 1621. jthereby des» 
claring their ſuppoſed valour to Poſterity : Nor can we imagine,but 
that ſuch Preſidents as theſe inflamed our late rebellious Spirits with: 
preſumption: The King thus perceiving,thart the longer they ſart,the 
prouder they grew , diſſolved them by Proclamation ; to unwilling 
were theſe men to ſatisfie the King, with any reaſonable ſupply; and 
this is ſomewhat hinted at by a Non-conformiſt himſelf, by obſerving 
out of Sir Robert Cotton's Hiſtory, thar Henry the third,was ſo peſter'd 
with Parliaments, that he would rather pawn his Crown-Jewels, give 
over his Houſe,and feed himſelfwith the benevolence of Monks, than 
be beholden to his people 3 and this he tells us, was thought to be a 
Parallel for King Fames his time. This wiſe and peaceful King by 
dear-bought Experience, will farther tell you, in his Excellent Book 
to Prince Henry,how pernicious the Puritans were to good Govern- 
ment , and what ſmall truſt 'is to be had in them, 


Kino Crarias ſucceeded his Father King James, (who dyed at 
Theobalds, 27. March, 1625.)and was as much (or rather more) tor- 
mented,by his Presbyterian Subjeas,as his Father: for this Non-con- 
forming humour,once advanced intoa Parliament,neverleft working 
till they had barbarouſly brought their King upon the Scaffold , and 
delivered him over to his Independent Executioners.

Ina Parliament in the firſt year of this Kings Raign,inſtead of Sup- 
plyes deſired by the King, for the guarding of the Seas, defending 
our Coaſts, and moleſting our Enemics;. many of the Members fly 
very highin oppoſition, and that with unſeemly language,Mr Clement 
Coke, (fon to Sir Edward) , affirming, That it #5 better to dye by a for-

Yer ſcarce had the King graciouſly granted this, but they, not yet 
content,drew up a Remonſtrance,rauting againſt rhe Innovarion and 
Alceration in Religion,againſt rhe 4Arminians and ſome of our Biſhops, 
and other things; which was highly diſliked by the King, whichſo 
much incenſed the Commons, that they ( over Boots, dver Shoes) fell 
to draw up another againſt Zonnage and Poundage ; but the King not 
likeing them to meddle afier this menner,prorogued the Parliament; 
Bur being returned again, they fall very heavy upon the Cuſtomers ; 
from which ſeverity the King endeavouring toperſwade them,work'd

Bibles,and any thing that came in their way,at the Dean,who was te- 
ſcued fron their hands, by the Provoft andBayliffs, but not from their 
malice;who all the while,peltcd the Church-windows with ſtones,and 
ſo. violently aſſaulred rhe Biſhop going home, that it he: had not been 
reſcued, he had probably been murthered: And ia the afternoon fell 
upon the Biſhop again: 

Theſe tumults with much ado,were a little pacified, but broke out 
again: For the Council oFNerving multitudes of people from moſt parts 
of the kingdom,to haſte to Edenburgh,and when thereto keep Cons 
venticles and rant againſt Biſhops,and the book;by Proclamations 
command upon pain of Rebellion,all people to depart to their own 
homes,bur thoſe who could ſhew reaſon of Lawful bufineſs;which ins 
cenſed the Kirk-party ſo much;that the next day,they purſue the Bis» 
ſhop of Galloway into the Council-houſe, which rhey beſer, and with 
threatnings demanded his Perſon;upon which;the Lord-Treaſurer, 
and the Earl of Wighton,going ro pacific the people,were moſt barba- 
rouſly ſet upon by them,and with that fury that they-pulled down the 
Lord-Treaſurer,took away his hat,cloak, and white wand;and ſo haled 
him to the Council-houſe;and this Tumulr laſted, till they were pacis 
fied by ſome of the Non-conforming Lords and Gentlemen,who were 
deſired by the aflaulted Nobility, to quiet their brethren. 

Upon this,the Lords of the Council, by Proclamation forbid any 
tumulrs for the time followingzand another from the King to the ſame 
purpoſe;and for adjourning the Term to Sterling:but the King's Pro 
clamation was no ſooner read at Zdenburgh , but the Earl of Hume ; 
Lord Lind/ey,, and others, cauſed their Proteſtation againſt it to be 
read,and in deſpight of the King's Proclamation,gathered for 7 ables: 
The firſt for the Nebility: Second, for the Gentry, Third, for the 
Burroughs. Fourth,for the Miniſters. Theſe four prepared whar they 
thought fit to propound to the General7 able,confiſting of ſeveral Com 
miſſioners choſen from the reft. And having thus ordered themſelves 
to make all more ſtrong,they unite themſelves by entring into a Co» 
yenantza Thing exceeding like the Coward Clinias,in Sir Philip Sydney; 
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viz. The very Fritter of. fraud , and ſeething pot of iniquity. And yet 
| thisImp,for all it'swickedneſs,raiſed itſelf ro an high eſteem amongſt 
by: many , as ifit had been ſomething related to Terews in the Poer , as 


probably it was, which is,

The chief Promoters of the covenant , weretheſe three Miniſters, 
Henderſon, Dick jon, and Cant, who with their Covenant,were learn» 
edly repulſt by the Orthodox Divines of Aberdeen. 

The King not liking theſe Combinations, ſent the Margue/s of Ha- 
milton,as High-Commiſſioner,to pacike ihem; bur rook no effec,they 
declaring to renounce their Bapriſm, rather thenCovenanr:though,to 
give them content,the King null'd the Service-book,, and gave them an 
Aſſembly and Parliament. 
21.1638. In which;the Presbyrteriec were ſo far from ſuffering Biſhops 
to fir, (as if they had not been Clergy-men)thar they would have had 
them to appear before their Kirkſhips as guilty perſons, and ſo to be 
proceeded againſt:Bur this the Biſhops denyed,and pur in a large De- 
FF clivator and Proteſtation againſt their proceedings. By theſe & other 
k4\ croſs-grain'd humours of the Presbyterie, rhe Duke , perceiving the 
{onger they ſar,the wider the breaches would grow,diffolved the Aſ- 


them all convenient requeſts, To the diſlolving of this Aſſembly, all 

the Council conſented and ſubſcribed, bur the Earl of Argile ; who 

everafterprovedan inſtrument of wiſchiefro both Kingdoms.

ſembEly; they oppoſing the King in all things, though he hadgranted' 


ary,ora Decla* eyeſore to the Covenanters, though ſeveral private Presbyterians 
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ſuffer it,by forbidding any materials to be carryed to its reparation, 
And, which was moſt of all, they perceiving the King incens'd at their 
actions;and therefore fearing ſome checks;addreſs themſelves to their 
old Ally,the King of France,from whom they deſired aid and afiſtance; 
an aGion ſo ſtrange,for ſubjeds,to appeal from their own King to For« 
rainers, and that againſt their King too, that it will eaſily filence the 

old ſtory ofthe King's German horſe. Yet whether their Letter and 
Meſſenger was ſent, or no, it matters notzthat it was drawn up, and 
ſubſcribed to be ſent, is certain, which is as much. By theſe affronts, 
the King being ſufficiently provoked, raiſeth an Army, and warcheth 
againſt the Scorch Covenanters, who with a great force had entred 
England that with cheerfulneſs, having more friends then the King: 
they having ſome twenty eightLords and Earls:Whereas the King had 
not above twenty:beſides;they had the good wiſhes of theEngliſh Pres» 
byterians, who by their Sermons, Diſcourſes, and Pamphlets , had 
made theKing'saGtions and friends ſo odious to the people,that many 
of theRoyalArmy marched unwillingly againſt rheScots,wiſhing them 
victorious, hoping by that means, to work their maliceupon our Biſhs 
ops, & other perſons of quality. And accordingly it fell our,a part: of 
the Engliſh being routed,the Scots poſſeſs all Northumberland,and the 
Biſhoprick of Durham,with NewcaFle, This Proſperity of the Covenans 
ters cheers up our Nonconformiſts, who in this, joyning themſelves 
with the Scots,preſently ger theKing aſſaulred for a Parliamenr,which 
was granted, and to ſit Novemb. 3. at London: a ceſſation between the 
the two Armies was made, and orders taken for a further Treaty. In 
the mean time, the Scots Army miſerably rormenting the Northern 
Counties of Cumberland, Weitmorland,Northumberland,and theBiſoprick, 
of Durham,from which they raiſed a Contribution of $50.li.per diem 

for their aſſiftance:a thing by many thought very ſtrangeghar an ene» 
mies Army ſhould thus,by compacybe maintained by thoſe-who wiſhe 
them farther off. This Covenanring Army kept correſpondency witty 

the Parliament, having aſafe convoy granted by the King for their 
Letters,by which meanes,many an odd deſign was,probably;nurſt upy

Bur muſt the the Scotch Covenanters be only guilty in affronting their 
King?No, that would derogate.much from the zeal and forwardneſs 
of our Engliſh Presbyterians: who had ſo far countenauced the Caledys 
ian brethren : as to have beſeeched them into a native conſpiracy , 
and then beckqned them to:a + Southern march.” And therefore to 
ſhew their anſwerable forwardne(s, rhey: beſtirr'd themſelves to 
the purpoſe , to get non-conforming Members choſen , which ac- 
cordingly anſwered their expecations in the ſhort Covenant Jym- 
pathizing Parliament : whoſe refratory humours occaſloned their 
ſudden diſſolution. Our Znglihh Presbyterians perceiving now,what 
a great ſtroak they had in chooſing members , thought ir fitting to 
ſee what mettle their Proſelytes were made of: to which _— 
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ſeveral were inſtigared ro murther rhat great Prop of Learning, 
the 4rch-Biſhop of Canterbury,then the main eye-ſore to our factious 
ſpirits, and tocarry on this deſign more unanimouſly, a Paper was 
poſted upon the Old Exchange, May 9, exhorting all Prentices to 
: riſe and ſack his houſe at Lambeth,the Munday following; ſuppoſing 
they had aS much authority ro tumultuate againſt the Reverend Biſh- 
ops,as the Covenanrers had. Of this plor,the Archbiſhop having intel- 
ligence, prepared for his defence, and well was it,that he did 1o; for 
accordingly,on rhe following Munday,in rhe dead time of the nighr, 
above $00. men well armed for the purpoſe, aſſaulred his Palace,en- 
deavouring by all rhe ſtrength and force they had,to break open his 
Gates, thereby ro come to his perſon; but he had ſo well provided 
for his ſecuriry,thar all their attemps only ſhewed their deviliſh ma- 
lice,and murtherous intentions, which was alſo demonſtrated by 
their railing and curling tongues. The next day,ſeveral of them were 
apprehended,and impriſoned in the White-Lion priſon, who were vio- 
lently releaſed within three days by ſome of their wicked complices, 
by breaking open the priſon:io unanimous were ſome of the Anti. 
epiſcopal men to intolerable villainy. Neverthelels one of their 
Chiefrains was re-taken ; and for this rebellious rior was condemn- 
ed, and , for example-ſake , hang'd and quartered ; which ſo 
terrified the reſt of the Non-conforming brethren , that a kind ofa 
peace was outwardly kept for a while. And as no ſmall incendi- 
arics to theſe intolerable praftices, were the- wicked Pamphlets 
Spred abroad to delude the vulgar by divers ſeditious perſons; but 
eſpecially,by Prynn,Burton,Baſiwick,and John Lilburn,people of ſuch 
implacable ſpirits,that no government could ſarisfie them. And were 
ſo hot-headedly led by their erroneous and ſpightful Principles, that 
as they took a pride in their own deſerved ſufferings, ſo nothing 
could ſatisfie them but the Confuſion of others. Yer theſe men after- 
wards took ſuch oppoſite intereſts, that they becameutter enemies, 
endeavouring what in them lay , not only to vilifie, but ruine one 
'  _ another ; though Pry ſtil held up his head above the reſt. . Thus

Parliament Commence , and I have heard ofa * Mad Parliament, 
P4$-19160.1- No ſooner did the long Parliament fit, but their proceedings were 
hurryed on with that fiery zeal, that if diſtractions had nor followed 
thereupon, it would have been as ſtrange to the diſcreeter ſort, as 
Margaret Counteſs of Hollands year-like birth at Zuſ/dunen to our 
Relat. du Wy. Country-wolten;or the ſtory of the womanly * girle,who at ſix years

was not only an high affront to the Kings Authority, but a poktical 
aſs to the Non-conformiſts, through which they might ſee the 
ength and unanimity of their own Faction, who were grown fo va- 
Hant that z little before this upon the faſt day | Novemb. 17. ] where 
Dr. Burge/s and Marſhall preachr above 7 houres before the Com-

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ſitting in Parliament in the Schools at Oxford: after whoſe departure, 
the Houſe at Weftminfler ſeemed like Pandora's box , from whence all 
our future miſchiefs and diſeaſes flew over the Nation. 

The Parliamenr,a little after its beginning , having triumph'd o- 
ver divers perſons of quality , whom they knew to be oppoſers of 
their intended Presbytery, thought it ktting to ſeek ſome abſolute 
way of ſecurity to themſelves for the future ; And to this nothing 
could be thought more conduciÞle (confidering how they had gul'd 
an odium of Reverend Epiſcopacy into the ſimple people) then by 
the certainty of Parliaments,for which purpoſe they procured of the 
King (who dreamt nothing of their afrer-games and fetches) an A# 
for 7riennial Parliaments: And that their own actions might appear of 
more grandure by the ſtability of rheir own foundation,they alſo ob- 
rain'd from his Majeſty (who was never wanting to grant any thing to 
his Parliaments, pretended to be for the good of his ſubjeſts) an 4# 
whereby themſelves ſhould nor be difſolved,prorogued, or adjourn'd 
| but by their own conſent.By which means,they were fancied by many 
.of the Kingdome to be of ſuch high Authority, that neither King, law 
or any Fower elſe could have any influence over them,let their ations 
be never ſo treaſonable or wicked : And ſo might Phaeton ſuppoſe, 
when his Father had given him-the command of his refulgent Chariot, 
though his indeſcreet authority brought ruine to himſelf and deſtru- 
Gion to ſome parts of the world. And well may anyone in this, turn 
their own weapons againſt themſelves,and yet not be deem'd too med- 
ling. Such a continuing-Commitſſion is freely given,yet cunningly pro- 
cured, to the Captain of a ſhip:Bur when this Governour falls ſo farr 
diſtracted, as to indeavour nothing more then the ruine of his Veſſel; 
by their own popular conſequence, his Commiſſion is void, as being 
no more able to govern his charge to the beſt, This znſtance I quore, 
more becauſe oft alledged againſtRegall authority,than for any ſimili- 
rude it carricth , upon our perpetual Parliamentary account. And 
therefore the reviving of this long- Partiament by a modern Writer 
ſeems to be to as ſmall purpoſe , as Don Quixot's martial endeavours 
to re trive the I know not what Knight-errantry , by his paper hel- 
met , his windmill, and claret-butts encounters; or Hortenſtus the 
ſelf-conceited School-maſter in du Pargues Franchion , to obtain the 
Crown and Kingdome of Poland. 

The King having as he thought pacifyed his SubjeAs in Zngland,ha- 
ving granted them what they deſired; thought it likewiſe expedient 


to ſettle all things in Scotland in a peaceable temper, for which pur- Auguſt. 164*] 


poſe he put himſelf rc the rrouble of a journy thither ; yet not with- 
out ſome notable abſervators; No ſooner he being departed,bur our 
Parliament ordering ſome members to go alſo into Scotland in notion 
of a Commirrtee , to inform them of all paſlages in Scotland. 

Yer when the King went into Scotland the Parliament adjourn'd , 


though appointed a Committee of rhe Commons conſiſting of 50; of 
L 2 and 


wany of them, ſpurr'd on by their Loyalty following his Majeſty,arlf - 
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and over which Mr. Pym was the chief Lord and Maiſter of miſ-rule; 
and him 1 find nominated ar the very beginning of this Parliament 
with the Emphaſis of the great Parliament man. 

And the rruth of it is, that he was ſo farre the dominus fac totum in 
this j*n&o that his words were laws, all things being a&ed according 
to his deſfire:Here many things of Church matters were by theſe Gen- 
tlemen purely ingovated,and then proſecuted with ſuch violence thar 
the Epiſcopal clergy durſt not gainſay him, as Dr. Fuller, Mr, Hutton, 
Mrs Fletcher and others of Sr. Giles Cripplegate,Mr. Booth the Miniſter 
of St. Botolphs Alderſgate , Dre Heywood of St. Giles, the Miniſters of 
Sr. George Southwark, of Margarets new Fiſh-ſtreer,&c. could very 
well teſtifie by experience. Although the houſe of Lords would not 
conſent in theſe things to join with the Commons,yet did they ſo fatre 
ſupinely wink at the others actions; that their Authority was now 10 
much intrench'd upon,by the Commons, thar their priviledges flipt 
from them unperceived:though without all queſtion the Presbyterian 
party both underſtood and ſmiled atſuch proceedings. About [this 
time there was a great deal of noiſe and clamour about a Letter 
forſooth againſt Mr.Pymywith I know not what plaiſter in it, and writ=- 
ten,God wot when,and delivered by no body knows whom,bur a Gen- 
rleman forſooth in a gray-coat on horſebak;and great ſearching and 
inquiring for this -7an in the moon was made,bur all roas little purpoſe 
as the Northweſt paſSage or the Philoſophers one: And many times hath 
it been printed and ſpread abroad, to ler the good people ſee the 
wickedneſs, forſooth,of Malignants, and with ſuch chafte as this, have 
many of our old fools been raken. Yer when that impudent Libel,ſtufr 
with as much malice as either this letter or hell could afford,was vent- 
ed againſt that great prop of learning the Lord Arch-Biſhop of Can- 
terbury,Laud,no notice was in the leaſt wiſe taken of it,nor did he 
himſelf any thing regard ir, though ic thus threatned his deſtrucion. 

Laud, look to thy ſelf, be aſſured thy life 3s ſought , as thou art the 
Fountain of wickedneſ5 ; Repent of thy mon#trcus ſins before thou be taken 
out of the World, &c- And aſſure thy ſelf, neither God nor the world 
can endure ſuch a wile Councellor , or Whisperer , to live. 

Than this,what more implacable,deſtrudtive,and abominable? cons 
fidering his nearneſs to the Kings perſon, his truſt, and beneficial en- 
deaveurs for the publick good. Yet,had he been berrer,or,ifI may ſay 
here, the beſt, and rhe deſignes againſt him more deviliſh; yet would 
our Non-conformiſts have hug'd and bleſt themſelves at this oppoli- 
tion,had it been (as after malicious experience proved) to his ruine: 
and all this becauſe he was an abſolute oppoſer of the Presbyterian 
innovations who though Eut ofa very little body;yet had a ſoul more 
large and vaſt for the good of Church and Literature, then a whole 
Parliament of Diſciplinarians. 

Bur let us now think of his Majeſties return from Scotland,in whoſe 
abſence ſome of theParliament had raiſ'd large reports of ſtrange 


& rerrible plors and deſigus againſt John an Oaks, and Fehn a Stiles,by

Put theſe Alarums ſerved the Parliaments t1rn, being a Cloak un- 
der which they mighr dec:ive the People in their pretences for rait- 
ing a Guard;the which they did, and it may be to defend them from a 
Pedicularie diſeaſe , of which poſſibly they ſaw ſome ſymproms then 
in the Houſe. Of theſe Romanrick Jealouſtes, Frighrs,Alarums and 
unheard of Plots and Defigns,his Majeſty tells the Parliament, and of 
the evil conſequences of ſuch ſlanders,in his firſt Speech ro them after 
his return from Scotland, And in his next, earneſtly deſires them ro 
proſecute the /riſh aftaires$;and perceiving them conſidering about

preſſing of Souldiers,With a check ar his Preropative, He defires that 


the bounds of his ancient and undoubred Authority, might not then 
fall into debare , however, that it may paſs with a Salvo jure, he is 
willing,rather then ſuch diſputes ſhould rake up time in ſuch an hour 
of extremity ; for whileſt rhe Graſs groweth, the Horſe may ſterve. 
Upon this they clamour againſt his Majeſtics dealings, profeſling the 
Priviledges of Parliament were broken, by theſe his Exceptions; for 
which they demand ſatisfaction, and earneftly defire his majeſty , 
not only ro declare the names of , bur alſo to deliver up to puniſh- 
ment,thoſe perſons, who had given ſuch counſe], Nor was this mode 
of dealing one of their leaſt Plots, upon all occaſions defiring the 
King tro betray his fairhful Councellors; by that means, not only ro 
leave him naked, bur to the diſcretion of the Houſes. 

Bur theſe things carryed no great ſhew of unhandſomneſs,(though 
like the Apples of Sodom, beautiful withour;yer ſtuft with filthineſs), 
in reſpec of rheirafter Thunder-claps, which, like Prutzs, ſhew'd 
their malice in their fronts.

is extoll'd and defended,and rhe King ſcandalized,as if he endeavou- 
red to ront out the true Religion, and bring in Popery ; nor are they 
lent againſt the Biſhops and their Orthodo«x Divines, ( by which it is 
plain, the Presbyterian ruled the Parliament); nor muſt the Innocent 
Ceremonies, and, forſooth, Superſtition eſcape aſcouring ; And yer, 
in this very ſame Hoch ende mogende-Paper, they confefſe they mus? ac- 
knowledge that his Majefty hath paſſed more good Eills to the advantage of 
Ex, Coll.p.529. the Subjefts, then have been in many ages. Yet for all theſe good turns 
done them by the King, do they Print (C though the King earneſtly de- 
fired the contrary )and ſedulouſly ſpread abroad this Remonftrance, 
thereby to make him odious, and themſelves as Parrons to the peo- 
ple : a fair requital forſuch large benefits; and ſufficiently to ſhew 
their ingratitude, ( and, What more wicked then that, amongſt our 
7uftin.lib.7x6, vertuous Anceſtours ? ) The Heathen Heractians were more noble to 
4 po _ 9 þ their Athenian Enemics;and the ſavage Lions, for their thankfulneſs to 
A.Gel.l. appt Mentor, Helpius,and Androdus,will be a reproach, upon record, to theſe 
Puritanical Members: And Alexander was more ingenuous to his Horſe, 
than theſe to their King. 

Yet never was there any who deſired Peace and the Subjeds good 
more than He,for the obtaining of which, he conſented to them inſuch 
thinos,that he parted with many Fexels from his Crown [ as Queen E!i- 
Zabeth uſed to call ſuch Priviledges ] granting them Triennial Parlia- 
ments aboliſhing the Star- Chamber, High-Commiſſion-Court , Writs 
for Ship-Money, Biſhops: Votes in Parliamenr, Temporal power of the 
Clergy ſlip'd away7wunnege andPoundage,and gave the Parliament leave 
to fit as long as they pleas d;and,that they might ſce,he privately acted

Obſervar; on Which were great Favourites and Correſpondents with the Parliamen- 
Hiſt. K.*{. tary Party; and in many ather things, beſides theſe,hath this King valed 
" 292 3% 3: his Crown,as a Learned Docor phraſeth it. Yet could not all this pleaſe 
ſome men,being like the Sea, inſatiable. Though a moderate Member 

of the Parliament asked whar they could deſire more of the Kingygſeceing

And what courſes they ſteered to arrive at their hoped for Authoz 
rity , may in part be ſeen in theſe following Obſervarions. 

One of their firſt ſteps was to make the Court and Church odious T. 
amongſt the Vulgar, under the Title of Popiſh and Arminians; a wick- ;z rw. 1.3; 
edneſs quite contrary to the Laws of our Land, which make ſpecial * rg 
proviſion againſt the publiſhers of ſuch rumors, whereby diſcord, or ;. + ati 
occaſion of diſcord or ſlander, may ariſe between the King and his 
People,or the Nobility or Biſhops; yer neither Law nor Goſpel can 
have any ſway with theſe men, who had uſed this knack of reviling in 
ſeveral former Parliaments,and may be ſeen in the multitude of their 
long-winded Speeches,and printed too forſooth, the better to ſpread 
the Infection about the Nation ; yet you may take all the Reaſon a- 
mongſt them , and never grow madd with too mugh Learning : 
though the multitude of words ares enough to choak the largeſt Les 
viathan:nor could much be expected, many of the Members being ſs 
ignorant, that I dare boldly ſay, &hat they did not know what the five 
ControvertedPoints ſignified,and I believe would have taken,8& voted 
too Facob van Harmine,and the Remonftrants for Calvinifts,though have 
damn'd Arminius for a wicked Heathen. Thus the Priefts in Spairtold 
the people, (to make rhem hate the Reformed Religion) that Protes 
ſtants were not like other men,had heads likeDogs & ſuch like Beaſts, 

They alſo reſtored into favour all thoſe who had appoſed the Peace I 1; 
of the Nation , as Prynne, Burton, Baftwick, Leighton , Lilburn, and / 
ſuch like , who were ſtiff men to raiſe their Intereſtsas farr as Pen, 

Ink,or Brawling could 4o; and,thar their Intereſt might be the more - 
ſtrengthened in the Countrey,they pur into Offices and Imployments 

of truſt , all thoſe whom they either found , or were by them made 

diſcontented againſt the Courr and Religion z-ty which trick they 

twiſted their Obligations ſo cloſe together, that they made good uſe 
of this afterwards. | __ a IB 

And to make their Cauſe more favourable to the People, and to [11 
blaſt the Reputation of their enemies, they promoted abundance of p 
bawling Le&urers,moſt of them of no great Learning or Conſcience, 
bur as furious as Orlando, and with throats, O heavenly wide ! who 
could ſcold excellently againſt Biſhops and Government, and vomit 
out a Leſſon with as much-eaſe,as a Matron of Billing/zate,both being 
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compos'd of the ſame materials, and to the ſame purpoſe, viz.ſtrife, 
and for their dexterity and quickneſs they out-dicl a Mountebank;be- 
ing alwayes as ready for the Pulpir, as a Knight-Errant for combarte, 
never out of his way, let the Text be whar it will; like the Sompners 
Fryer in Chancer,(bur nothing related ro the honeſt Parſon in the ſame 
Poct) that it 1s beyond admiration,how they can conjure ſuch an Ollz 
Podrida of Sermon-Notes from ſuch good Texts , and that of ſo little 
coherence, that their extraction ſeems as miraculous,as the genera= 
tion of the Cadmian armed Souldiers from Serpents teeth. 

To raiſe up Rebellion and Sedition, there cannot be a betrer 
Trumpet in the World , then the mouths of ſuch Hirelings, as hath 
been proved by long experience.

Monks, were the chief Incendiaries of the Catalonians to their late Re- 
volt. And we have it from Aurhentick Authority, how that Hernando 
de Avalos , and Fuan de Padilla , in the Spaniſh Civil Wars againſt the 
Emperour Charles V. in the tirſt place imploy'd ſome Fryers to rail 
againſt the Government in their Pulpir, and ſo to incite the people to 
Warr, which, according to expeQation, took fire in Toledo z theſe 
men being the firſt thunderers'of Seditions into the Caitilliwns:and to 
this purpoſe, the famous Spaniſh Hiſtorian Prudencio de Sandoval tells* 
us a memorable paſſage of the Cende de Salvatierra, who ſent a Prieft 
to Vittoria, the Metropolis of Alara, [a little Province in old CaFtile ], 
only-as it were to have ſome diſcourſe with the Frnta;bur upon luſpi- 
tion was preſently pur in Priſon by Diego Martinez,and ſearch'd,whers 
they foundLetters:to theFryers and ſome other people,defiring them 
to per{wade the people to Rebellion. The Scotch Stories are plentiful 
of Pulpir-Treaſons;nor muſt our/ng/if Tub-thumpers be exempred, 
a ſort of people more antick in their Devotions than Don Bu/cos 

Fencing-Maſter,and canſo wrincle their faces with a religious(as they 
think it) wry-Look,that you'may reac there, all the Per/ian or Ard« 
bick. Alphaber, and have a more lively view of the Agyptian Hiero- 

glyphicks , then either Aircherws or Pierius will aftord you, Yet, for 
all this outward zeal, experience hath told us, that the chief of them 

were but Time-ſerving Pratlers, acting more for their own Intereſt 

then the Publick good; and, according to the proſperity of their fa- 

vourites,ſo was their paſſion tranſPorted,and apt to be cooled again 

From the leaſt diſſatisfaction of a Grandee : that I look upon many of 
them, to be not only as ſimple; but as inconſiſtent as that Bi/cayner 

Priclt,anC-arles\thes.time;who,when theCommonalty rebell'd againſt 
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the Emperour,took ſo much their part,that he uſed to pray publicks 

ly for it, and Juan dePadilia, and his Wife Maria Pacheco | the chief 
Promotes of that warre ] by the name of King and Queen, affirming 

all other Kings to be but Tyrants:yet this zeal kept not long hear,for 
afterwards Padilla ond his Soldiers marching by where the Prieſt li- 
ved,and ſome of them being quartered in his houſe, drank him up a 

little barrel of wine,took away a wench which he kept, and did 0- 

ther ſoldier-like extravagancies,which turn'd his ſtomach ſo much a» 

gainſt them and their cauſe,that the next Sunday, he thus beſpake his 
Pariſhioners. 70% know my brethren,how that Juan de Padilla marching 

by this place, his ſoldiers left me not one Hen, they eat up my Bacon ,

Nor was this all, 

bur preſently after , they alſo expunged all Deans and Chapters,Pre* 15. June. 

bendaries, &c. So that, in four dayes time, the haſty, Commons over» 

throw,as muchas in them lay, the Reverend Church of England; 

which had continued many hundreds of years a flouriſhing glory 'to 

the Nation. 

The Commons, for their parts, having thus pull'd down the pale 
of our Church, faſtned and ſtrengthened by ſo many Authentick and 
Fundamental Laws,as old again as the Houſe of Commons , will not 
leave Religion without tome Government. No,good fouls ! they were 
more kind-hearted-And therefore in the firft place,they Vote, that all 
the Lands and Means belonging ro Deans and Chapters, Chancellors, 15. uns: 1 
or Commiſſaries, Archdeacons, Deans, Prebendaries, Chapter, Canon, &c. -4 

ſhall be taken away and diſpojed of to the advancement of Learning and 1 
Piety. Thar is, (1f their after-acions may be taken for Expoſitors) to 
majtitain Rebeliion, Hereſte, Sacriledge, and rnine Univerſities; for 

theſe mens promiſes, like Hebrew,muſt ſtil be read backwards: and af- 

ter this rule,did they ſend a requeſt to the King by Secretary Vain, 16. Decemb; 
That he would give them leave to look into his Revenues and Expences, 540 

and they world make him the richeſt King in Chriftendom. 

Bur the Parliament will nor ſpend their rime only{in ſelling Lands; 
bur ſomething muſt be conſidered of a Church-Government too 
and, therefore they Vote , that all Ecclefiaical Furi/difion fir to be 
exerciſed in England, ſhall be committed ro ſuch a number of per-: 
ſons , and in ſuch a manner, as their Worſhips ſhall think fir. Nor 
were they long without making the Nation happy with the diſcove- 
ry of their IntelleQuals, which was,7 hat fix of the Clergy, ond fix of 31. June 
the Laity, ſhauld be appointed in every County for the ſetling of Church- 
Government, |But,this was alittle ſhaken by an after concluſion , 24x. 
T hat nine of the Laity, and three of the Clergy, in'every Dioceſs, ſhould 
have power to exerciſe all Eccleſhaftical Furi/difion , a5 ſhall be _— 
y 
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by Parliament ; and to have their Momethly' meetings for that purpoſe, 
And the next day, to make this hotch-porch Model more complear. 
they Vote, 7 hat there ſhall be ſeverall ſelef Committees of vhe Clergy, 
appointed for the ordination of Clergy-men into the Minifiry. Bur, yer 
this Presbyterian Brat would not come 1o perfection : And,therefore 
togive more encouragement to the Covenanting-admirers, they con- 
clude, That all Archiepiſcopal and Fpiſcopal Furisdifion, - ſhall be ex- 
erciſed in this Kingdom by the Commiſfuners as there was by Biſhops. 
And the ſame day{read the Bill for the uſing of Lefures, raking away 
Croſse in Baptiſm , Surplis , bowing at the Name of Fe/us, fanding 
up at the Goſpel, Gloria Patri, Pictures in Churches , &c, and conclude 
the day with the appointing of a Committee for the Propagation of the 
Goſpel. And the next day they give further power to their nine Com- 
miſſioners, towit, 7 hat after the firftof Auguſt , any five of them ſhall 
be a Quorum, and have full power to try all Fccleſiaiticall Cauſes, and to 
appoint Deputies under them in ſreverall places. And after this, they 
further agreed, Thar, if any of the nine Commiſſioners ſhould dye , 
thar five, or more of them, are to chooſe another preſently. and ſo if 
any Of them reſign ; and,thar if any came to take Orders, that theſe 
Commiſſioners ſhall appoint five Clergy-men ro grant Ordinations. 
And,for the more ſpeedy purting of this medly in praciſe,theKnights 
and Burgeſles of every Shire are commanded, to bring in the Names of 
the nine Commiſſioners for their ſeveral Counties to be appointed , 
and that no Clergy-man be of the Commiſſion. 

Thus farr had theCommons thrown (I cannot ſay built)up this their 
confuſed Babylon : when on a ſodain,an unexpected Remora was joyn- 
ed to their further proceedings, by ſome fallings our betwixt the 
Lords and them about the Proteſtation. For the Commons, having or- 
dered, that it ſhould be taken all ov2r the Kingdom, were jn this op- 
poſed by the Peers, who threw it out of their Houſe ; which ſo in- 
cenſed the Commons: that they preſently Vote, That what per/on ſoe- 
wer /hall net take the Proteftation,zs unfit to bear Office in Church or Com- 
mon-wealth. And thinking thar the Biſhops were the reaſon of the 
Lords diſſent, appoint a Committee for impeaching them abour 
the late Canons , who accordingly Voted thirteen Biſhops to be De- 
linquents: whom the Lords alſo ſuſpended their houſe, rill a further 
hearing. And ſo violently were theſe good men perſecuted by the 
Presbyters ,that they never lefr plotting , till rhey had gor them 
Voted Iraytors, and ſent to the Tower. Nor could they have any 
outward content any where, conſidering the reproaches, threats, 
and curſes daily thrown againſt them by the wicked, the danger of 
their lives by Tumults , and their Lands Voted from them long be- 
fore by their, and Religions Enemies , the Non-conforming Com- 
mons: though they agreed to allow them a liberal allowance during 
life; and how unhandſomly the Parliament in this neglected this pro- 
miſe," the Reverend Biſhop Hall will ſatisfie you. - IA 

The Commons now haying as they thought, bridled the Biſhops and 
their 
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their Party, are reſolved to root out the Common-Prayer Book ton: to 
which purpoſe,ſome of them Ueſire,thart it might be altered,and ſome 
thing added to 11zthe which , after ſome ſpeeches, being pur to the 
Vore, it appear d,that there were then bur 55. Diſciplinarians in the 
Houſe,no more voting for Alterations, ſo,that the Book came off with 
credit; the Orthodox Party knowing well enough, thar , if that Houſe 
once fell to alter iry( it rather kelonging to able and lawful Divines), 
they would equal the Tinker, who made two holes for mending one. 
The Anti-Epiſcopalians being thus baffled, fall to ir again, getting it 
to be moved again in the Houſe the next week , where they came off 
with the like ſucceſs. And the next day , (being a Thanks-giving day 
for the Peace between the two Nations ), to ſhew their malice to 
Church-Governmenr, and countenance the Schiſmaticks ; the Com- 
mons would not go to St. Margarets Weftminfter, as was by them ap= 
pointed, becauſe the Biſhop of Lincoln,had caus'd a ſer Form of Prayer 
for that occaſion to be printed and ulted in the Church ; the news of 
which, ſo ſtarred their Worſhips,that they turn'd tail,and went to the 
preachment at Lincolns Inne.. 

Bur, if the Commons were troubled at this, they were after out of 
their wits, and all ſtark-madd againſt the Lords : Becauſe they had 
put forth an Order,and ſent itall over the Nation, ſtrictly injoyning 
the reading of theCommon-Prayer ; againſt which, and many other 
Church-affairs, the Commons the ſame day put forth a Declaration, 
ordering it to be printed and ſenr over the Kingdom ; and with them 
they alto got the nine diſſenting Lords, ro proteſt againſt the: Order 
made by the Houſe of Peers . This croſs-graind aGion of the Com- 
mons ſo incenſed the Lords,that they lefr off fitting for a while, cau- 
ſing the Hangings of their Houſe to be taken down : Nor did this any 
way vex the Commons, who neither cared for them nor their ſirting, 
nor any elſe, that would not dance after them and Geneva;For they are 
reſolved for Jack Presbyter; and therefore being informed , that the 
Lords Order for the Common» Prayer had been read in Churches, and 
not their Declaration; they drew up an Orderand ſent it to be prin- 
-ted, enjoyning,that their aforeſaid Declaration ſhould be read in all 
Churches. | 

And ſo ſevere were they in this point, that they pur Dr. Haywood of 
St. Gles, to ſome trouble,for nor permitting their Order to be read 
though he had not only his own Conſcience; and the Lords Order, bur 
the Law of the Land to reſtifie his juftneſs : And, what more ridicu- 
lous, then to aſtonith the people into diſcontents and fidings;by reads 


.ing to them, ar the ſame time, two contrary Orders z and that of the 


Commons being quite againſt the Laws of the Land, '' +! 004 

Thus did the Commons batter down Religion, as Captain Fones -in 
the Poet, did the Jeſuires; more,by ſtrong hand then reaſon: yer had 
they left one thing undon,which wasthe extirpation of Epiſcopacy root

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Bur here, before they went any further, they were ſomewhat troubled 
at the King, becauſe he ( being then in Scotland), had ſent Mr. Wars 


- wick: Orders to draw up five Conge d' Fſlire's, , for five new Biſhops, 
there being then ſo many Sees vacant; but in this ſtrait, Mr. Stroud 


thinks it firting ro Petition the King, ro ſtop theſe five, trill they had 
diſpacht the charge againſt the other Biſhops. Yet , what need they 
care, whether the King make Biſhops or no? ſince they are reſolved 
never to acknowledge them ro be ſo ; for, they can with the ſame 
eaſe cut off all, as one : Therefore, ſecing the King for Biſhops, they 
bend themſelves more reſolutely againſt them , andſo prepare their 
charge againſt thoſe formerly accuſed ; and, for the Champions ro 
mannage this Combate, Pymme and St-Fohns by the commendations of 
one another, are choſen. The death of the firſt is noys'd by report,and 
the honeſty of the latter is not unknown to any. 

The Parliament was ſomething ſtopr in their proceedings againſt 
Biſhops , by the 7riſþ Rebellion; yer, having taken ſome breath, they 
ſent a meſſage to the Lords, deſiring}, that the 13. Biſhops , might 
ſpeedily come toanſwer. And nor long afrer, as an incouragement 
to the faQtious, they releaſed Simmonds a Printer , who had been in 
cuſtody for printing a Book againſt the Common-Prayer ; yet the very 
ſame day was Walker the /rnmonger impriſoned , only for Printing 
a Book concerning Mr. Prynne, though the firſt deſerved as much 
hanging as the latter Impriſonment ; and from theſe men,the Biſhops 
might well expe& good juſtice. Bur ſtill they fir and Votre in the 
Houſe of Lords : which vext the SeGaries to the gurs, becauſe they 
could not tell how to get them out handſomely,for they had no great 
confidence in their Articles of Canms and Conftitutions , and whileſt 
they Voted there, the Orthodox Party would ſtill exceed. Ar laſt, 
ſome ill ſpirit or other, pur ir into the noddles, of /aac Pennington, 
Captain Ven, and ſuch combuſtible humours , ro raiſe ſuch tumults 
againſt the Reverend Fathers,the fear whereof ſhould eitherkeep them 
from the Houle, or bring ſome ruine ſacrilegiouſly to be ated upon 
them. And accordingly up comerh the Rabble of London to rhe Par- 
liameut Houſe, crying out No biſhops, no Biſhops ! And at laſt got the 
Biſhop of Lincoln ( then going to the Houſe with the Earl of Do- 
ver},into the midſt of them,where they had like ro haveſqueez'd him 
to death, And having thus begun,many hundreds of them come again 
the ſame day,with Swords and Staves, cauſing great uproars both in 
Weſtminfter and London,not only to the aftrightment of the Biſhops,but 
the King and Queen ; and the next day alſo aſſaulted Wettminſter Ab- 
$3.Theſe Tumults obtain'd the end of theirContrivers,keeping the Bi- 
ſhops from theHouſe,pelting of them with ſtones as they endeavoured 
£o go. By which, they drew up a Petition to the King , - how that the 
Tumuvlts kept them out, and therefore proteſted againſt all things, 
that ſhould be done inthe Houſe of Peers in time of their thus vio- 
Jent. ſechaſion. Which did trouble the Parliament ſo much, that one

How oft was the buſineſSe of Biſhops enjoying tbeir angient pla- 
ces, and undoubted priviledges of the Houſe of Peers , carryed 
for them by farre the Major part of Lords, Tet after five repuiſes . 
contrary toall order and cutome , it was by tumultuary initigq. 
tions obtruded azain, and by afew carryed , When moſt of the 
Peers were forced to abſent themſelves. 

Inlike manner was the Bill againſt Root and Branch , brought 
in by Tumultuary clamours , and Schiſmatical terrors , Which 
could never paſs, till both Flouſes were ſufficiently thinned, and 0s 
ver.awed. 


For though the Commons,as aboveſaid,had a great while agoe, vo- 
ted the Biſhops to have no Votes in the Lords Houſe, yer the Peers 
would never conſent to it till they were not only threatned by Peti- 
tions,but unheard-of Tumulrs.And when the Lords by theſe unlawful 
and extravagant courſes had been forced to agree with the Commons 
againſt the Biſhops, good God! How did the Secaries triumgh ! Whax 
bonefires? What bells ringing? What yelling and roaring in the ſtreets? 
That the noiſe made by the neighbours,when Don Ruſſel rook Madam 
Charnteclere away towards the Wood , was but a filence in reſpec of 
this Thundering Triumph ? So ſtrongly did malice,carried on by in- 
duſtry,work amongſt rhe giddy multitude,as if Presbytery had given 
Philters about the Nation;or the people madded themſelves with too 
much Hemlock , and acknowledged no curing Hellebore , but the 
extirpation of Biſhops , and the violation of Laws. 

Yet if it had been only the ſottiſh multitude who had thrown durt 
in the face of Epiſcopacy , their ignorance had been ſome pardon 
for their malice ; But when men that pretend to great learning do 
Join with the rabble in their revilings , I may have ſome gauſe to 
think that their unbounded malice led rhem to ac either cogyrary 
to their principles or learning. 

Yet mightitheſe alſo be born withall,there being repentance (with 
the Proverb ) on this fide Heaven» But when people after twenty 
years meditation of our former miſerics are nothing moved, bur as 
ſtubborn as ever, Pharoahs obſtinacy muſt ke confeſt to yeild to theirs, 

This reſolvedneſs, or it may be, the ſcorn to be batiled (like Mr. 
Knewſtub's friends in Sufolz)poſſeſiing ſome people,makes me the leſs 
wonder at thoſe who yer defie Epiſcopacy;So that I am nothing aſto- 

niſhed when I ſee Prynns Titus unbiſhop d,reprinted with a worthipful

Knights of Middleſex, are ordered in all haſt ro provide bullers and 
match, and to ſhootlike little John at the Sun and Moon, being reſol- 
ved for the future,to walk altogether in darkneſs. Yer,were all theſe, 
and many more,aGed with as much ſeriouſneſs and gravity, as Sancho 
Panca governed the Illand Barataria;ſo that the abuſed people did nor 
only believe ſuch ſtorics,bur feard their events;which being once ſet- 
led in their noddles,is impoſlible to be removed:the people being like 
the lineage of the Panca's,all head-ſtrong. 

Theſe jugling TranſaGions were enough to perſwade the King and

This 
the King , the ſame day, forbids to be obey'd, becauſe againſt his 
conſent; and this command of his, the Parliament Vores to be a high 
breach of the Priviledges of Parliament. | & 

Thus went,or rather ran, the ſturdy members in oppoſition to the 
King,as if their malice had exceld Hamilcar's the Carthaginian againſt 
the Romans, And by this fury they engaged themſelves ſo farr, thar 
they thought it nor ſafe to retreat, and ſo brought ir to the tryal of 
the Bloud- thirſty Sword , by which was miſerably acted.

And the patience of the good King Henry the ſixth , who being grie- 
vouſly ſtruck by a murthering Yarler, only made this Reply, For /ooth 
and foreſooth [ being his words for moſt earneſt expreſſion,never uſing 
an oath] ye do fouly , to ſmite a hing anointed /o: May be farre out- 
rivall'd by ſome,with the misfortunes and hardſhip of ſome inchaun= 
ted Lover, in Ariofto,Pari/mm,the iwo Palmerins or Mirrour of Knight- 
hood, And for the horrid murther of his late Majeſty,experience tells 
us, that many have been ſo farre from contracing grief, thar they 
have ſo much rriumphantly rejoiced at it, that they have thought 


. an aGion of ſo much wickedneſle to have been honourable to them, 


and their poſterity for ever. 

Thus have we come ſhort of our Anceſtors in fidelity,and Loyalty, 
by ſtudying all occaſions to rebell againſt our King: They rather then 
undergo the ignominiouSstitle of Nithing (7. e. a knave, or a night fil- 
cher) ſwarme to the Service of rheir King; we on the contrury, ra- 
ther then not be branded with the wicked name ofa Trayior , will 
court all occaſions by our Rebellion ro make our ſelves meritorious 
Io a Pair of Gallows. 

And ſo to conclude this aſſertion, I ſhall tell you , the Parlia- 
ment wanted all the qualifications to make a warre really eſpouſable.

tion; erefted extraordinary High Courts of FiiStice, and therein impeathed, 
arraigned, condemned, and executed many nutorious enemies to the pub- 
lick peace, when the Laws in being, and the ordinary Courts of Fuſtice, 
could not reach them. Theſe were frange and unknown prattiſes in this 
Nation , and not at all juStifiable (as is conceived) by any known Laws 
and Statutes. Thus have you the judgment of a ruling Army againſt 
their Maſters and themſelves, though this their repentance was but 


to vindicate another infidelity. 


Bur here-after all this, it may be objected; that though ſome faQRi- 
ous ſpirits of theParliament have been too incroaching upon theKing 
and the chief Incendiaries of theſe Warres , yer why ſhould I lay all 
this upon the Presbyrexian account? To which there needs no redious 
reply , if we do but coniider that theſe faQious people were all Non. 
conformiſts , from whom ( if examples may be held for proofs ) as

A \Moneſt the Ancients, Proteus was look'd upon as a pretty fellow,

that could vary his ſhape according tro his own pleaſute. And with 
what equal reſpe& we have lately favour'd thoſe, who have hugg'd 
themſelves , for their ſame knack of jugling ; 1s not (nor never will 
be ) worn our of memory : Theſmooth-tongued St. Martins Quack» 
ſalversat FYenice, have delt honeſtly and open-handed, in reſpe& of 
our Modern State-Mountebanks ; who were ſo farr Phariſees, that 
they blab'd their zeal at the corner of every ſtreet,yet kept their It- 
tentions more ſecret than the Boy did, who dyed by the devouring 
Fox hid under his coat, Our Politicians, like Zutrapelus tn the Poet, 
were grown fo the true pitch of callidity, to charm their Neighbours 
to the changing of their Opinions with their Habits ; and all this int« 
duſtry (as Pythims did the Roman Cannizs) meerly to cheat thoſe who 

deal with them. 
I muſt confeſs, I am apt to ſmile, (though I do not approve)when 


'T reador hear a neat piece of ſmall couſenage : But for. thoſe , who 


through private Intereſts, by their plots and devices endeavour to 60> 
verthrow whole Kingdoms , no man of honeſty but muſt abominare. 
That wan , which through judgement , though erroneous, ſticks ro 
his Principles, ſhall be more in my favour, than thoſe who outwardly 
offend leſs, yet are ſo peccant through deſign: which makes me have 
a better opinion of many miſled German-Boors ar Munfter , then ſome 
of our late Engliſh Grandees; who for their own profit, have not on- 
ly ſided with all Parties, but run counter to their former Oaths, De- 
clarations, Principles, (ifthey have had any , firm) to make a pri- 
vate advantage. 

How many have we had who have confidently given out themſelves 
the only men of honeſty and ſanity ( yer ſuch as againſt all Mora- 
lity) who have fill'd the World with ſtrange Declarations and Vows, 
by.calling Heaven and Earth to witneſs , that their intentions were 
ſoandſo; whereas, if that be true of the Poet, \

Then may we juſtly conclude,that they intended nothing leſs,then that 
which they moſt engaged to perform, And of this, I ſhall give ſome 
few hints,whereby infallibly may be colleGed the knavery of the Preſ- 
byrerian and great Anti-Royaliſt;which may ſerve as a watning-piece 
to keep us from any more Rebellion, and prompt us to keep cloſe 
toour true and ancient Government, Monarchy, and Epiſcopacy. 

I bave ſhewed before, how, that the King did not only nor begin 
the Warr,bur,that the Presbyterian Parliament by their plots and de- 
vices forced him to the endeavour of oppoling ſtrength by ſtrength. 
And 1 ſhall ſhortly Semonſtrate from thejr own deceitful lips, how,that 
they and their Party, did not only proteſt, to have no bad Intentions 
againſt the King, bur alſo to defend and maintain him and his Royal 
Progeny,and make them more glorious and famous then ever. But this, 
I may ſay, was done, when they were either roo weak, or to gain 
more friends ; for when rhey were Conquerers, and had him in their 
diſpoſal; nothing could ſatisfie their well rutor'd Army,and many of 
themſelves, but the taking away his innocent life, that with Thieves 
and Robbers after the murther , they mighr poſleſs all; ſo that I may

Thus did theſe men! ſteer their Intentions, according as the wind ſate 
for moſt benefit. Thus AZneas Sylvims wrote many things before he 
was Pope, which , when he had once obtain'd the the Triple-Crown, 
he cenſuredas dangerous: Hence came the ſaying , That Pius con- 
demn'd , what Eneas thought good. This jugling amongſt us,may al- 
low me to affirm with a great Presbyterian; 7 am per/waded there ne- 
ver was a more hypocritical, falſe, difembling , cunning Generation in 
England, then many of the Grandees of our Seftaries. 

Thus the ParJiamenr, for all their former Proteftation, to defend 
and preſerve the King and his Poſterity, as if they had been double- 
tongued ; like thoſe Iſlanders mentioned by Diodorus Siculas, or that

And the next week Pontfrat Caſtle in Zork ſhire was ſurpriſed 
by Col. Morris(who was afterwards unhumanely butcher'd at Zork,as 
Judge Puliflon well remembers ) And the Scots under Duke Hamilton 
with a great Army enter England: Whilſt Argile , Ca/els, and other 
Kirkers,in oppoſition,mounts ſeveral thouſands ratterdemalions up- 
on the Craigs of Leith near Edinbourgh, valiantly to fight Munro, wai- 


| ting for them three miles off on plain ground; bur alas ! the Burrow 


oor, Where the Gallows ſtands, was betwixt; and Argileloved not to 
turn his face either that way-wards, or againſt an enemy , for there 
Were no boats near. 

The Meſſengers of this bad news,one on the neck of another,ſtruck 
terror into the Parliament,who perceiving now,fuch an univerſal cla« 
mour for the Reftauration of his Majeſty, that the condition of them- 
ſelves(if the people were not pacified)ſeem'd deſperate,ſuch an 9dium 
had their ſelfiſh a&ions pull'd upon them. Whereupon, ſomething 
to pleaſe the people, by making of them believe that their affeQions 
were alſo high towards his Majeſty , they null'd their former votes 
of no more Addreſſes to the King. 

But this policy of theirs favour'd them not long;for theArmy having 
quaſh'd all theſe Royal inſurreGtions, grew ſo imperious , thar they 
look'd upon the Houſes,bur as a Junta bound to ſatisfie their deſires, 
& accordingly began to a high:whichtheMembers perceiving,thoughr 
it would befriend them more with the Nation, to agree with his Ma- 
zeſty,then to lye under the laſh of every Schiſmarical (though in this 
ſomething related to themſclves)Trouper. Forwhich purpoſe, they 
cotnmence a Treaty in the Iſle of Wight with his Majeſty. Bur this 
deſign of theirs, was ſoon broken oft ky the /elf- denying (for ſo they 
would be call'd) Army; who complain'd that the Houſes intended ro 
leave them in the Lurch,by making peace with the King without com- 
prehending them in it, whereby they mightlye under the cenſure of 
King, and Parliament, For which trick, they accuſe ſeveral of the 
Members,and march up toLondonwith an intention to ſhackle the two 
Houſes;which theParligment perceiving,and thereby-their own ruin, 
if not ſpeedily prevented, Vote rhe KingsConceſſions to their Propo- 
ſals lawful ro make a firm peace upon. Hoping by this means;that not 
onely the Royaliſts,but rhat the Presbyterians alſo, would aſſiſt them 


* againſt this Independent Army, Though '*tis no thanks to them, upon 


ſuch a pinck,and their own intereſt,to make peace with his Majeſty ; 
for if they had not been utter enemies to himgthey might have done it 
ſooner;and then their courteſie,or rather Royalty, had been double : 
But now,cry you mercy horſe ! they would treat with the King,nor to 


ſave hip, but themlelyes, So thatzfor all the boaſts of theſe Bragga- 
| docioes, 
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docio's, of their endeavours to preſerve the King's perſon; I ſhall ea» 
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ſily be perſwaded to believe thar their intentions were as real, and to 
as ſmall purpoſe, as the Statue of Henry the great, to defend the Pa- 
riſtans from robbing upon Pont Nerf. Not could any more be expeRed 
from them ; a true Royaliſt being as rare amongſt them, asa Virgin 
at ſixteenn Marolle, a village in France. 

But now 'tis too late for the Parliament tro comply with the King, 
the Army being reſolved not to be govern'd by either of them; conſi- 
dering what they might ſuffer(as May himſelf confeſſeth) if he ſhould 
come to Raign again;and for this jealouſie, the Nation may thank 
Cromwell, and freton. And the Army, thus reſolved, the next day ſeiſe 
upon the major part of the Members , whom they impriſon ſuffering 
none to Vore,but thoſe who would dance after their Pipe. Thus may 
ſome men better ſteal a horſe, then others look on. Haſlerig, and 
Tate, Knights for LiceSerſhire;may withour any fear diſobey the Par- 
liament,in not returning,when they ſent for him:Bur if the King deny 


them any thing,then ſhall you hear great clamour of the breaking of 


Priviledges of Parliament ; and nothing bur fire,and ſword muſt re- 
dreſs it. When the King accuſed bur five Members of High-treaſon , 
and, in a civil WYy,went to demand them of the Houſe;rthe Parliament 
call'd it an llegal, Seditious,and Treiterous aft, ( though I cannor vin- 
dicate them for it ), and this was one of the main occafions , why the 
people joyn'd with the Parliamenr, though in ſo doing they had no 
more reaſon, then the roaringBlades in theComnter./cuffe,or Don Qaix- 
et's fighting with red-wine,or wind-tmils. And,certainly the King hath 
more right,and Jaw,in each particle of his hody,then the-whole Army 
could in reaſon pretend to. And this, poſſibly, may be one reaſon why 
the Army preſently acknowledg'd their ſecluding the Members, to be 
a courſe in it ſelf irregular, and not juftifisBle. 1 

And if the Parliament did ſo much diſ-reliſh the King's, how might 
they abominate this of their hired Coſſacks : Bur I muſt confeſle , they 
were Paid with their own coynzthe Souldiers ſticking as cloſe to their 
promiſes, to fight for priviledges of Parliamenr, as the Parliament to 
their Oaths of Allegiance and. Supremacy, Vows, and Proteſtations to 
maintain the Kings perſon and Prerogative ; ſo that , Neither barrel 
betrer Herring, | | 

TheMembers being now reduced to a ſmall number,Cand theLord's 
flown away ) none bing ſuffered to fir, bur thoſe, who had their Con- 
ſciences,like Fortunatus his purſe,full of gold;and ſelf-ends;werefrom

parable from bis Majeſty,as the Devill from themſelves. Though if 
ones living, writings , and death do ſhew any thing of a man, then 
there is noſuch thing as Belicf, if the world be not fatisfied of his 
Majeſties Vertues and Holinefſe, 

Beſides theſe Pamphlets,feveral people were inſtigated ro Petition 
the Commons and General, that ſpeedy juſtice might be executed up- 
en his Majeſty and this as ſoon as the Army had conquered Hamilton, 
and the reſt of the Royaliſts; PontfraF excepted. For being now Mai- 
ſers in the field, they ſcorned to be bafled by an impriſoned King 
er a few talkers at Weſtminſter ; for both which they had laid rads in 
piffte. Yertas a fmall chear, ſomething to gull the world, as if rheir 
ations were not ſo much their own, as the idefires and requeſt of 
the whole Kingdome ; Petitions from ſeveral paris of the Nation

Words ſtrange to proceed 
from ſuch a County as ent, who have oft brag'd of their Loyalty ; © 
bur if there be knaves in all Families, much more are there Rogues 
in all Provinces ! Put not unlike to the former, was the letter of Ex- 
ceptions and Doubrs made by ſixteen Aentiſh Gentlemen, as they ti- 
tled themſelves,direted from Maidfone to Speaker Lenthahfor which 
they had not only his,bur the thanks of the houſe to boot. In the next 
month the fatall ſtroak was given, in which month for the more haſt- 
ning of the Execution, ſeveral Petitions made haſte from many parts 
of the Nation to the ſame intent as the former.

ſucceſſion of Parliaments; ſome adviſing Biemial,others 7riennial,and 
lome other modells ; And now Cromwell and Jreton all along cheated 
the King under ſpecious pretences , Major Huntington demonſtrated 
in his Articles againſt them ro the Parliament. Yer could Cromwell 


* With g02d ſtore of ſeeming ſanctity , by his natural braſen face, pre- 
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ſume to bring off all thoſe his ſeeming prerenſions for hisMajeſty,un- 
der the Hypocrirical and ſacrilegiousVizard,of profoundRevelations 
from ſome Deity or other; By which means he would ſeem to patro- 
nize all the Armies wickedneſle upon Divinity.

The men that were ſummon'd by his particular writs(abovea hun- 


dred in number)accordingly mer at White-Hall, where their Patron 


Cromwell made a canting Speech to them , and then gave them an 7z- 
frument under his own fiſt and ſeal. whereby he conſtitured them the 
Supreme Authority of the Nation, taking himſclf ro be Pon Quixot's 
Knight errant.to whom all things were common. This conventicle puts 
me in mind of that Parliament, Kept ar Coventry in Henry the fixths 
time ; which was afterwards declared a deviliſh Councill and only 
celebrated for the deftruftion of the Nobility. , and no lawful Parliament * 
Becauſe they which were return'd, werenever elefted according to, the due 
order of the Law ; but ſecretly named by them which deſired rather the 
deſtrufion then the advancement of the Common-wealth. The majority 
of theſe men were according to Olivers own heart, being of his own 
fraternity ; by whoſe compliableneſſe , he knew was the only way 
to make himſelf more great.

Oliver being thus wafted away in a whirlwind, 115 Son Richard, as the 
Father had appointed , ſucceeded : ro whom all the Armies of.the 
three Nations with ſome others, ſhoal with innumerable Addreſſes, 
pittifully lamenting the death of his Father , whom they p ofanely 
honour with all the good titles they could pick out of che Holy 
Scriptures ; proteſting to ſtand by him, and profeiling and acknows 
ledging their happineſs under his Rule. Bur for all theſe their Aile= 


verations, he had not govern'd (prudently , piouſly , faithfully , to 


his immortal honour , a$ his grear friend and admirer Mr. Baxter 
ſaith), long; but they, by the contrivance of Lambert , and others, 
having weakned his Party, by forcing him to diſſolve his Pailiament, 
thruſt him our of the Throne too; by which action, as Mr. Baxter 


faith, he was very ill uſed. 


The Officers of the Army having thus fleighred him; command all 
things by their Conſulcations ar Wallingford-Houſe; and from thence 
iſſued forth a Declaration to recal the Kump again, who the next day 
accordingly mer. And this, forſooth, was by them call'd the Good old 
Cauſe ; but why it ſhould be honour'd with that Epethite, I know no 
more , then why the wicked fin of Sodomie ſhould be commended by 
Fohannes Caſa, Theſe men having Triumph'd for about half a year, 
a great jealouſfie grew berwixt them and their Army.

But rhis 
hindred nothing the Armies proſecution of their own deligns;who 
to Tequite the good turn done them by the Rwmp,turn'd them out of —_ 
Authority , leaving us without any Government , only appointing F 
Fleetwood Commander 1n Chief,whoſe ſoft nature made him imploy'd 
by both Factions, wanting wit of himſelf to do any man any harm ; 
yet , as a Cyfer , could add ſomething ro the number. 

The Rump being now defun& , andthe Army-Lords Paramount, 
are continued {ome days without any Form of Government bur thoſe 
Ranters at Wallingford-Houſe ; who ar laſt, conſtituted ren pure 
Youths to carry on the affairs of the Strate- 

But the glory of thele Decemviri laſted not long, being null'd by 
their Lords and Maſters the Army , ( ſo unconſtant were their ati- _ 
ons ), who order'd another Model of Government , under the pret= 
ty Title of 7 he Committee of Safety , conſiſting of Twenty three Bre- ,;. oaw, 
thren in Iniquity; all People of great pretended Sandity, though their 
villany , made ſome rhitk , that Hell was broke looſe, and fat in 
Council in a place built for their betters. 

T he Committee of Safety , who now appointed a pack of Beagles to 
hunt after ſome Form of Government from Utopia, Atlantis the fairy 
Comntry , or ſome Terra incognita, or other (provided, there ſhould 
be*no ſuch thing as Aing-ſhip ) continued not long in any peaceable 
condition. For General Monk hating the Tyranny of the Engliſh Ar- 
my,oppoſed their proceedings; which occaſioned Lambert with ſome ;: yon: 
ratterdemallions, 10 march Northwards the ſame day,that the wicked 
Long-Parliament commenced; thinking by rhe terror of theſe Forces 
to reduce thoſe in S;otland Chaving had formerly good luck thereto 
his Obedience. But in this he ruined himſelf: for London,[ more then 
could be expected from that Monſter of Wood and Stone,confidering 
their former proneneſs to,and complyance with intolerable miſchief;

conſidering the multitude of their Schiſmatical Presbyterian-Pul- 
Pirers, I know not] this City, I ſay, oppoſing T he Committee of Safety

And, if 
theſe allow'd them to fight againſt the King, or at leaſt ro kill him, 
I ſhall lament my Bapriſm , and put no more truſt in my Creed. 

When the Rump had perjured themſelves by beheading their King, 
they frame an Engagement, obliging all to rakeit; or elſe to have 
no kenefirofan Engliſh-man , the words of which were theſe ; 


1 do declare and promiſe, that 1 will be true and faithful ts the 
Common-wealthof England, as it #s now eftabliſhed without a King or 
Houſe of Lords. 


This was taken by all the Officersand Souldiers of the Armies,who 
return'd their Subſcriprions in Parchment-Rolles,to make the work 
moreſure and laſting ; and beſides them many others took ir. 

But the Army kept not long to this their Solemn Engagement; for 
they not only rooted out theRump,bur alter'd the Government again 
to a ſingle Perſon, by making Oliver Cremwel! ProteQor, whoſe cy 
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cil, by Order ofhis Parliament, was to ſwear Fidelity and Allegiance 
ro him ; and every Member of Parliament, both then, and for the 
future, did, and was, to ſwear Feailty to him, thus ; 


I A.B. Do in the preſence, andby the Name of God Almighty, pro« 
miſe and ſwear That I will be true and faithful to the Lord 
Protector of the Common-wealth of England , Scotland , and Ireland , 
and the Dominions and Territories thereunto belonging , as Chief Ma- 
giftrate thereof : and /hall not contrive, deſign , or attempt, any thing 
 apainfi the Perfon or lawful Authority of the Lord Proteftor. 


This oath in behalf of Protecorſhip,and a finvle Perfon,laſted not 
lonp: for, the Army having overthrown Richard, and again reſtored 
the Azmp , another Oath was ordered to be taken, in theſe words ; 


Tow fhall ſwear , That you will be true, faithful, and conſtant , to 
this Common-wealth , without a ſingle Perſon, King fhip , or Houſe of 
Lords. | 


And after all this, as if one Oath ſenifed nothing , ſome of them 
took a new-found-out Oath of Abjuration againſt Kingſhip , though 
Poor Souls ! only ro their own ſhame and confuſion. And this was 
the pretty invention of the hot-headed Knight Don Haſlerigo, one, of 
Dr. Barges's Principles, to abominate and hate all Biſhops , bur to 
itmbrace and love their Lands dearly ; bur this fault is not only inci- 
dent to them, ir being the main reaſon, that there is ſuch a skip-jack 
as an Engliſh Presbytery. 5 

Such horrid Perjury as this,and ſuch abominable Villanies commit- 
ted by our late Parliaments,made them not a little gvilty of the bigh-' 
eſt Sacriledge. The Parliament-Houſe where the Commons now fir, 
being formerly St. Steven's Chappel, builtby King Steven, The con-' 
Gderation of which , might have moved honeſt men to have acted 
more religiouſly, though theſe men only fate there ro ruine both it 
and the Church : .It being a knack amongſt our new Saints, ro pull 
down Churches for the Propagation of Religion , an acton of more 
malice than reaſon, being as ridiculous, as the wite-men of Gotharr, 
to put Saltfiſh into a Pond to multiply ; or to hedge in the Cookow : 
and as {imple as Maeftro Nemmo(Divinity Profeſſor in Yaladolid) who 
made a great deal of clutter, ro borrow Boots and Spurs , becauſe 
he was to ride in a Coach.

quarrel,astheir own ruin.Nor is it a difficult thing among ſuch yarie- 
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ty of humours,to entiſe ſome into the greateſt wickedneſs, ſome mens 
malice ſo far overclouding their reaſon, that like Le Faucheun and 
Chanvinu,they deſtroy thoſe ſpecacles which ſhould give them a 
ſighr,and knowledge of truth, and reality of the buſineſs, by the ma- 
lignity and wicked humours of their eyes and ſpirits. Other men, 
though their Grandeur of eſtate,or affe&ion with the people, may af- 
ter cſpouſe them to be ring-leaders of the rabble;yet at firſt were ra- 
ther entiſed themſelves, then they the inſtruments of others wicked- 
neſs. Fuam de Padila's fault was,that he was young, good natur'd, and 


ſoealily wrought upon by his haughty wife. Donna Maria Pacheco, to 


rebel againſt Charles the fifth. And many others have been led rhe ſame 
way. Tis obſerved that Don Pedro Laſfſo's ſweet diſpoſition, love to 
juſtice,and publick good,engaged him in the ſame quarrel, being no- 
red for one clearly without malice; bur by the Inhabitants of Zoledo _ 
hug'd into Treaſon : and whar influence preat Cities have upon the 
people, Lendon knoweth too well. 

Many men through the hatred of ſome other perſon, by way of Ree 
venge,(and what more ſweet,and inticing? )Jmay be drawn into FaGi- 
ons; and ſo to eſpouſe a bad quarrel, to work their malice upon pri» 
vate enemies; as the Yenavides and Caravnjales, two noble familes in 
Caftile;or the Feuds, antiently in uſe in Scotland; and thus the Duke of 
Matalone, (the chief of the Caraffa's) falling out with the Prince of 
Sane at 2 Ball, had like to have brought their private injuries into a 
publick hoſtility, to,the trouble of the Kingdome of Naples: Thus the 
inſupportable malice of private men may be a publick detriment; as, 
the breach between the Znglif and French, was not a little gidened 
by the hatred, and brags of the Lord Cordes, who uſ'd to ſay, that he 
could be content to lye in Hell for ſeven years, /o he might win Calice from 
the Engliſh. And to theſe I may add Don Pedro de Ayala, Earl of Salvas 
tierra,who, through the enmity betwixt him and his Lady Margarita, 
whom the Court favour'd againſt him,and therefore by way of oppo= 
ſition, was invited ro fide with the Commonalty, againſt the Empe- 
rour.In which caſe the late Earl of Zſex, by a favourable conſtrugi- 
on,was not much different: Yet far is it from me to vindicate theſe 
mens a&ions$,but rather to mitigate ſome by conſidering the powerful. 
neſs of perſwaſion,It being natural for a man to run into errors, and 
miſtakes;and if of his own Temper he be ſo prone to vice, how eaſy 
is it to draw him.thither,when he his made more flexible by the ſub» 
tle allurements of his ſeeming beſt friends. 

Many men who have been moſt ſerviceable,and loyal, have,at firſt, 
through miſtakes, ſlipt into ſome faults. De /aForce run himſelf ſo much 
into the diſpleaſure of Lew the thirteenth King of France,that he was 
proclaimedTraytor;but afterwards did fo recover hisReputation with 
bis Majeſty,that he received the 7Tranchion to be Marſhal of France; and 
grew to be a great favorite.Sir Robert Clifford was a great adhearer to 
Perkin Werbeck;but upen the ſight of his error, became very advanta- 
geous to King Henry the ſeventh, in diſcovering the King's encmies. 
The 
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The Macedonian ſouldiers, did once muteny , and that ina furious , , ; 
manner againſt Alexander ; but when they had conſidered the great- $a, 4. 
neſs of their crime , they came weeping to him, and that in ſuch an 

humble manner, confeſſing their faults, and deſiring his favour,and 

Pardon , that ſtory will ſcarce allow ſuch another preſident : And 

the King did not onely forgive them, but ſatisfied their former de- 

fires, by ſending many of them home ; where, by his ſpecial Com- 

mand , they were honoured , not onely by having the chiefplaces in ,,,, .; A. 
T heaters , but with Crowns alſo. The Athenians would pardon him pag. 3224. 
who confeſt his fault : And the Abbot Serapion conquer'd the Devil , 

by acknowledging the fin of Theft, frequent with him when young. 

If a woman by the true repentance of her moſt horrid iniquity , ob- "> FEI 
tain'd the pardon of Pope nmocent ; The King's grace, and favour CR K; 6. 
will notbe wanting to thoſe, who by their timely repentance denote ©. 11. 

the reality , whilſt thoſe who ſtave off the acknowledgement of their 

offence to the laſt, can in reaſon expe no hopes of reconciliation, | 

their repentance being ſo late, that it demonſtrares rather a jugling, 
and time-ſerving humor ; then a true, and genuine remorſe. The 
Noble Earl of Montro/ſs, that Scoti/h Oak and regal Buckler of fidelity 
and valour ; at firſt was as much peccant as the greateſt Covenanter, 
yetnone proved afterwards more faithful to his Majeſty , and active 
againſt his former aſſociates(becauſe the King's enemies)then himſelf. 
The great Earl of Strafford, and Atturney General Noy, were look'd 
upon at firſt,asgre at courters of the Commonalty,and diſregarders of 
Prerogative , yet upon better inſight became the greateſt admirers 
of the King's Authority. And TI have heard of thoſe who have ſo far 
grieved for their former aGions , that they have wiſh't themſelves 
breathleſs, when they firſt drew ſword for the Parliamenr. 

It is repentance that doth pleaſe God himſelf; and Kings (who are 
truly call'd God's upon Earth) have received into favour their great- 
eſt enemies,upon remorſe of their former villanies. Yet all mens in- 
telleGuals do not ſo ſympathize as to perceive their errors at the 
ſame time. Some with Sir F Forteſcue , may know themſelves er- 
ronjous at the firſt onſer, others (as we have too frequent examples) 
are ſo ſtiff-neck't opinionated , that they will not be convinced of 
their guilt, till their appearance before the greateſt, and laſt Tri- 
bunal. As for the firſt , they deſerve pardon, and favour, becauſe 
they deal ingenuouſly, and like men of reaſon, and nobleneſs;whilſt 
the latter merit the ſeverity of laws, and ſcorn» And as I cannor 
Plead for theſe, ſo ſhall I never for thoſe, who did not onely oppoſe 
all Treaties with the King; but thoſe alſo, who, when any ſuch thing 
was obtain'd, ſtill ſhoved it off, by uncivil, impudent, and abongt- 
nable Propoſitions ; framed , either for the prolonging of war, and 
bloud-ſhed,or the reducing of his Majeſty ro be but a King ef Clouts; 
and ſo under the obedience, and laſh of their Schiſmarical Presby=- / 
terian Tyranny: from which ſcourge, I hope theſe three Kingdomes, 


and all good people, will for the future be delivered. 
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That the Presbyterians were not, willingly and aflively, Inflrumen« 
tal for the uncapitulated reflauration of bu Majefty. 


We who, in the ſmall ſpace of one Battrle,changed his

muſt expe to have God for their enemy, dc And a Poſſet muſt 
be made too, to cheriſh up the wearied ſpirits of the Mefſenger. 
Yer ſcarce had finiſhed his diſcourſe againſt the wickedneſſe of 
Rebellion ; when, being truly aſſured of the miſtake of his former 
information,and rhat theParliament remained viQorious,he alters his 
nore, and baulsout, O the Goſpel! theGoſpel! the Gefpel | BleſSed be 
God, who bath thus put tn ſhame the enemies of Reformation! O! bad the 
Malignants got the better, we ſhould have had Popery reflored again: 
But,O the goodneſs of God,who hath thus diſperſed the members,and raggs, 
of Antichriit' gc, And after this manner did Maſter Gawen Hamilton, 
who 
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Hift-Reformar, WNO at £dinborrrgh, when the Vidory ſeem d to incline to the Zreer 
of Scotland, Regent, abuſed thoſe of the Kirk ; but when the French were art laſt 
Pp: 293* forced to retreat, turn'd his coat , and fought againſt rhe reeri Re- 
gent's party with all vehemency. Old Savill, in the Play, rather 
then loſe his beloved bunch of Keys , would comply with any thing; 
and how far a Presbyterian would ſtretch his Conſcience.rather then 
| loſe Authority, muſt be lefc tc judgment: forT am apr tro believe, that 
L Ortus ſuriex many of them,are not unlike Pavlet the old Marquiſs of Win:heFer,who 


; ww hagy '*- would rather bow then break,being always of the King's Religion. 
Err ] have known ſome in theſe lare times,(erioulſly deny any difterence 
betwixt the Miniſtry , and Laity; and yer upon-this laſt chanpe,have 
bo __ call 'd thoſe irrational,who queſtioned the jus divinum of Epiſcopacy. 
& And how many of our Presbyterians have declared their perperual 
adhearing to their Covenant againſt our preſent Church-government? 
yer,ſince the Changeghave taken contrary preferments,with a pretty 
diſtin&ion,that they onely ſwore againſt the wickedne(s, accidentally 
happening to ſuch forms. Theſe Non-conformiſts, have been original- 
ly the main enemics(as far as ſword would go) againſt the late King, 
and This preſent; yer now,that he iexreſtored, none courts the riſing 
Sun more then they, and that, with thwacking Rodomantado's of their 
activity for his Reſtauration,and what danger,and jeopardy,they have 
__ jncurr'd for his cauſe:which puts me in mind of the firſt Reformation 
pag, 38, in Scotland, When the Scriptures were allowed to be read in Engliſh; 
then thoſe who had never ſcarce read ten ſentences of it, would chop 
their acquaintances on the cheek with ir,and ſay, 7h hath lain under 
my beds feet theſe ten years. Others would glory, O / how oft have T been 
in danger for this hook How ſecretly have I floln from my wife at midnight, 
to read vpn it ? All which was done meerly ro curry favour, the Go- 
z1ernour being then held one of the moſt fervent Proteſtants in Europe: 
And how far this ſtory quadrates with our Presbytcrian temper, may 
be ſeen by the ſequel diſcourſe, 

I have ſeen ſome men in the Rump'stime,when condemn'd to death 
for Felony,by the then Judges ; earneſtly plead their former ſiding 
with,and activity for the FParliament,thinking thereby togainſo much 
favour from the Judge,(who had been formerly brothers in one and the 
ſame iniquity )as the procurement of a Reprieve, if not a Pardon:But 
now,the plea is ſo much alter'd,rhar the ſameFacion,pretends ro hold 
forth ſome ſmall favours to the preſent King, as a badge to denote the 
bearers ſo ſtuft with Loyalty, as to be capable of the greateſt rruſt. 
When the Father was alive;then,they fought againſt him,to make him 
more £lorions: And now that the Son's reſtored, they onely ſenr the 
Earl of Warwick to pelt htm beyond ſeas, ro learn humility, becauſe 

_ » Affiction,andPresbyrery,are the beſt Tutors to that vertue:For, rather 
then He,or his Father, ſhould ſuffer any real damage, or hurt, they 
would do — juſt nothing. Which calls ro my remembrance the flatterer 
Afranius,who iwore to Caligula then ſick,that he would willingly dye, 
ſo the Emperour might recoyer; who, upon Calignle's reſtoration ro 

health 
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health, was by command ſlain, that he might not be forſworn. Whe- 
ther Afranius meant really or no, 1 know not, bur this I am-confidenr 
of, That our Presbyrerians, take little care of any oaths tending to 
. the ſafety,and peace of King, and Country; and therefore rake whar 
liberty they pleaſe to proteſt, knowing hisMajcſties mercy is ſuch,thar 
he had rather give them time to repent,for their former wickedneſs, 
and perjury, then put a period to their beings by the ode of Truſ- 
fing;as they had done formerly to many of his moſt faithful Subjects. 
Americus Veſpacian,the Florentine,had the confidence to denominate, 
the beſt Continent of the Weit- Indies by his name, though, if he had 
not had the benefir of Colon, or Colombo, (of Genva) his obſertations, 
he might as ſoonCit's prot able) have found out NigraRuprs.or the cer- 
tain Station of Opbir,as have ſeen that other world, And if the ever 
to be honour'd Duke of Albermearle, had not contrived, and,as I may 
ſay,of himſelfwrought our the happy Reſtauration ofhis Majeſty;The 
Brethren,alas ! would as ſoon have found out the ten tribes, as of 
themſelves endeavoured the King's return; unleſs upon Tyrannical 
Conditions. So that if Yirgi! took it 111, that Bathyllut had robb'd 
him of the honour , but of one Diſtick; the Duke of Albermarle hath 
no reaſon to favour thoſe people who would pluck/for him,the great- 
eſt glory, that in poſſibility could be thrown upon a SubjeR. 
If the Presbyterians did any thing advance his Majeſties Reſtau« 
ration, it muſt either be by Chance, or — 

As for the firſt,they cannor expe any thanks;fince this event pro- 
ceeded not from reſolution,bur rather contrary to their deſire, or at 
leaſt expeQation, The Ape little thought,by putting en his Maſter's 
Cap to cure him of a Plure/ſy, and he who wrote to the Lord Monte» 
gle, did not think thereby to diſcover the Gun-powder plot. The Sur- 
gion had no intention to deſtroy Charles II. King of Navarre, by bur« 
ning the thread too careleſly;and what reſolutions thePresbyrerians 
had to reſtore our Charles II, I muſt yer plead ipnorance, till better 
informed: butI am confident they would never willingly , have this 
way pleaſured King Charles the firſt. 

And that they,ever ſo much troubled their thoughts,with the King, 
4$ to make his Reſtauration a part of their buſineſs; is hitherto as far 
from my diſcovery,as the true ſituation of the old Towns inPtolemy or 
the Northern bounders of America, -I hear not of any of their a&i- 
ons in £ngland,when his Majeſty was beyond ſeas, before his agree- 
ment with the Scots; I hear of none of their deſigns here, to aſſiſt the 
King,or their own Prethren for him,in Scotland.I know of no aſſiſtance 
that they afforded,or breught to the King,when he marched for Wor- 
cefler; bur have heard of ſome, who have then oPPoſed him with all 


their might:Nor am 1 informed of their aGtiveneſs,in any of the many of 


Plots againſt Oliver; and if, in none of theſe things they have been 
ſtirring,theirGrandPlea of Loyalty muſt fall rothe ground;unleſs they 
did hisMajeſty good ſervice,by being obedient, and faithful ſubjetts to 
the Rump,and Olizer, ſworn enemies to the King: and in this caſe _ 
plea

Other day of monies,or ſuch like conveniences, that they aſſiſted the 

King with, or any of his diſtreſſed followers, Major General Maſey , 

and Captain 7 itzs excepted: and that but a poor pittance too, ſome 

400! between them,inot for any deſign, bur a ſupply of perſonal ne- 
ceſſities. And the reaſon of this beggerly liberality, was not ſo much, 

Eecauſe they were ſufferers for the King,as that the former had done 

good ſervices for the Presbyterian Parliament,as Maſter Love himſelf 

doth more then hint;belides this, we will not forget the huge ſumme 
of 40%. to Coll. Bampfield,and his man. 

Yet as.a pretty token of their Loyalty, they keep agreat deal of clut- 

ter, concerning the aGions of Maſter Love,and a few of his aſſociates, 

as if this were ſufficient, to aftord ſcraps of Loyalty to every particu- 
lar Member of that FaGion. But to this may be anſwered.

Nor is this all,Cthough enough in conſcience to make a Trayvor,or 
elſe farewell Poulton); bur, the better to make the inſuing Parliament 
according to their Puritanical humours, thereby to bring the Nations 
again into ſlavery; They a little after the former Orders, Decree,thar 
none ſhall be capable of being choſen a Member of Parliament,which 
hath any way aſſiſted the King againſt their Worſhipe, unleſs he had 
ſince recanted his former adhearing to the King. 

Hitherto we ſee no ſign of repentance for their former Rebellion, 
but rather a ſtubborn malepert zeal,\waying amonegſt this Facion,and 
prompting them to a readineſs of their own juſtification, for their ſo 
doing.

And theſe who are thus 
ſo confident,to juſtifie their wickedneſs againſt the Father,will not be 
wanting to create the ſame jealouſics, thar rhey might have the ſame 
opportunity againſt the Son; as the multitude of ſcandalous, and 
ſeditious Pamphlets (and I wiſh many Leaures were not ſo too) yer 
daily flying abroad,doth ſomewhat intimate. 

However,had their malice hurried them on ro far more extravagant. 
a&ions, (and who-knows what they might have” done, if rherr Career 
hadmnot been ſtoprt) yet had they done bur like themſelves: A Presby - 
terian Parliament, beinga$Sfar from doing Soveraignuy any good,(fer 
hitherto an inſtance cannot be cull'd out of any ſtory ) as the reſt-of 
the Puritans ſtudious for the reall peace of the Church and Kingdome; 
againſt both which,ſuch is their malice, that I could cafily believe,that

And 
what will not theſe men do for their own advantage?We need not rel} 
here, of ſome Patrons of that Fad&ion, who firſt ſubſcribed to Epi/co- 


pacy, then took the Covenant againſt ir, then the Zngagements againſt 


Kingſhip, and ſince have embraced both King,and Epiſcopal Govern- 
ment: And certainly, moſt ipnorant muſt that man be,who ſuppoſeth, 
that thoſe who thus vary, do it really, by perſwaſ'on of the excellent 
goodneſs of that thing they then engage tor, rather then a time-fer- 
ving humour for a private kenefir. 

And what little thanks (much lefſe reward) the Puritans merit, by 
their aſſiſtance, (ſuppoſing that they were advantagious) may be hin« 
ted at by theſe following parallel ſtories. 

| Ar that famous Siege of Oftend, a Frenchman, by diſobeying his Ser- 
Jeant, caus'd a Tumulr, for which,he was condemned by a Councel of 
War to be Shot to Death:Yet,at the interceſſion of the FrenchCaptain, 
that renowned General Sir Francs Yere,cranted him life,upon condis 


- tionhe asked the Serjeant forgiveneſs, This he ſcorned, however had 


eight days allow'd him to conſider;at the end of which,he ſeeming ſtill 
obſtinate,was Ordered to Execution, and accordingly was tyed to a 
Stake : Burt no ſooner did the Monſieur ſee the Harguebrufters ready to 
diſcharge, but the fear of death falling upon him,he deſired to be un» 
bound, and ſoasked the Serjeant forgiveneſs, Our Brittiſh Presbyte« 
rians, by diſobedience to their King,cauſed a moſt wicked war,to the 
ruin of many Noble families,and the King himſelf. The merciful Kin 
for the preſervation of his Subjeas bloud,ſent to the Malefaors Po 
after Poſt,a full pardon, provided there might be a ſure peace, and a 
perfe& Amnefly, To theſe propoſitions they ſcorn to hearken,and by 
their Covenant ſwear to ruin all the King's friends;and in this manner, 
being confident in their own ſtrength, they run on 1n obſtinacy;and in 
this ſtubborn faſhion did they continue many years, thinking them- 
ſelves ſecure.Bur at laſt to thejr amazment,they beheld the /adependent 
ready to cut their throats ; this fear of a ſudden deſtrucion,broughr 
ſuch a terrour upon theſe zealots, that they were even at their wits 
ends:they look round about for relief, caſt out many a ſigh to obtain 
favour, but they perceive ne ſafety, unleſs they would acknowledge 
themſelves Subjeds to their King.

IX. None is capable of being a Parliament-man that was ever on 
che Kings Party , unleſs he had recanted , and declared his ſorrow 
rherefore , by his after-aclhering to the Parliament. So that the Fa- 
Gion of the Houles ſo qualified, would preſently drive the King from 
White-Hall again, and, How would they then Tyrannize, having the 
Militia at their beck , as above ſaid? 
X. They have quietly ſubmitred to every Parry and uſurped 
Authority , yer grumble to live obedient ro that command by the 
King and the Laws of the Land; fo that it appears, that they 
have no preat ſhare of Love or Obedience ro Charles II. as therr 
King and <overaign ; bur it may be only, becauſe, he releas'd _— 
them from an Jndependent bondage , for which they deſerve no 
ſtore of thanks, their duty being rather bought , than freely be- 
ſtowed. 
How theſe Opinions and Actions can agree with honeſt and faith- 
ful Subjeds, I canuot in the leaſt conjecure; And therefore , 1 
muſt think it very improbable, that thoſe men ſhould freely, and

To make this way of Appealing more plauſible to the People,they 
are very willing ro make a ſeparation betwixt the two words, Sacred 
and Majeſty , ſticking cloſe ro Calvin, who calls ir blaſphemy to yield 
the King a Supremacy in the Church under God and Chrift; to which 
purpoſe , thus the Zealor Hender/on delivered himſelf ro his Majeſty. 
Such an Headſhip as the Aings of England have claimed, and ſuch a 
Supremacy as the Houſes of Parliament crave, with Appeals from the 
Supream Fccleſtatical Judicature , to them as ſet over the Church, in 
the ſame line of ſubordination , 1 ds utterly diſclaim, upon ſuch reaſons 
as give my ſelf ſatisfaFion” And to this purpoſe, againft the Kings 
Supremacy in Church affairs, he ranted before the Houſe of Lords, 
the year before. Yet, when he was Moderator of the Aﬀembly of 
Glaſcow, in one of his Speeches there, he attributed very much to the 
Kings Power in Eccleſiaſtical Cauſes and Aﬀembhlies , and at laſt af- 
firm'd ; Thar the King was Univerſal Biſhop over all his Kingdom: A 
Copy of this Speech, his Majeſties Commiſſioner , [ Fames, then Mars 
queſs of Hamilton] uſed means ro obtain,but could not get it preſent= 
ly, becauſe thoſe'expreſſions had offended the Covenanters; yet at laſt, 
a Copy was ſent him, bur with all thoſe Expreſſions lefr our ,- which 
were ſpoak in favour of the Kings Power in Eccleſiaſtical buſineſſes. 
by which one may gueſs at their juggling. Another of theſe Brethren is 
very furious againſt the giving theſe Titles to the King, and muft catt 
it Blaſphemy r00: But this man is not only againſt this , bur alſo a- 
gainſt the attributing any ſuch Epithets as Vertuows,Pjows,or Religiows, 
ro our” SuPeriours;as if he had borrowed his breeding from Buchanan, 
who rants againſt choſe who give the Titles of Majeſty, Lord/hip, 111u- 
ſtr iougy83c. And theſe two,alſo agree very well together, in ſlanderifg; 
thoſe who will nor fight againſt their Kings, fince-rhey ſay, Dame Na- 
ture knows no ſuch diſtin&ion.And this 15 agreeable to our Long,Pary 
liamenr-Worthies,who gravelyſdeclared ir — a fit Foundation for all 7 y=

Having thus begun tro thunder, they fall towork,thotgh they had GE 

no power to Ad, being Diſſolved by the Kings Command; yet , to wouldinthis 
it they fall, in a furious Zeal, not ſtopping at any thing which was _ behalf 
oncepropounded; ſo that in one hour, they declar'd fix General 4/- ofthe Privy 
ſemblies to be null and void. In another hour, they. condemn'd (not conn Fo Þs 
confuted)Arminianiſm.In another hour,they deprived theArch-Biſhop oo 

of St. Andrews, and two other Biſhops, viz. Golloway, and Brechen; 

as at other times of that Airk-Rump , all the reſt of the Biſhops. In 

another hour , they declared Epi/copal Government to be inconſiſtent 

with the Laws of that Church and Kingdom, and ſo aboliſhed it. 

And thus in all haſte , withour fear or wit, in a very few dayes; they 

had made almoſt an hundred AGs ; ſometimes three or four at one —

that a wicked man in ſome things , mighr be highly commended for 
other qualiciess Thus ef one hand,I find the great GuFavwrs Adolphus, 
highly applauded, but that he was a Proteſtent; and on the other,our 
Queen Elizabeth's Siſter , Queen Mary, as greatly commended, bur 
that ſhe was a Romen-Catholick; yet, for cither of theſe ſimply,aſpers 
fions are not to be caſt upon Magiſtrates, or others, more inferiour.

The many Rebellions of theſe People, and their reſolutions never 
ro lay down their Swords, till the King would ſarisfie them in what 
they pleas'd, is a ſufficient manifeſtation of their Conditional Obedi- * 
ence;and,that they are not farther Subjed& to that Authority,than the 
King is obedient to their Wills; examples of which are yet freſh in e- 
very mans memory. 

At the very beginning of their Rebellion, they having declar'd 
thoſe who adhear'd to the King to be Traytors, and He had done the 
ſame to the Earl of &fex: His Majefty unwilling to have the bloud of 
\ Po bis SubjeRs ſhed , and delighring in Peace, ſent to the Parliament ” 
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call in their Declarations 2ga1nft his Party, ard he would call in all his 
againſt them and thejr Aſſociates; and, that Þoth the Armies might be 
dishanded, an A& of Oblivion to be paſs'd, afld a Perfect Peace com- 
pos d: And,Whart could be more gracious then this? yer this they deny: 
Nor will they hearken to'any Overtures of a Treaty with him, unleſs 
he firſt call in all his Declarations againſt them,D7z:4:nd his Army,yicld 
himlelf ro thew,and permit thoſe who were with him to be proceed- 
ed againſt, and ſufter as Delingzents. ; 

Thus will they have none of him,unleſs he ſubmit to them,and per- 
mir his beſt Friends to be ruined:And, yet theſe men muſt think them- 
ſelves ſo good Subjeds,that they deſerve his Majeſties thanks for their 
ſo acting, and in ſo doing think themie]ves Obedient enough in all 
Conſcience, But if this be their duty, I with they would tell me, whac 
they think diſobedience to be. 

This rejzeGing their Soveraign, Is ſufficient toſtop the mouths of 
theſe men from railing againſt Pope Gregory VII. [ call 'd Hildebrand] 
who having excommunicated the Emperour Henry IV. would not abs 
ſolve him , nor receive him into favour, ri!l, rhrowing ofl all his 
Princely attire, he had waited three ſeveral dayes in the coldeſt time 
of Winter, bare-footed at the walls of Yercelli, (in Piemonte in Italy, 
where the Pope then was), to beg audience and forgivenels. 

Phatton had no reaſon tio queſtion his birth-righr , unleſs Phabus 
would-allow him the command of his flaming Chariot, to the ruin of 
the Youth anda great part of the World: And 'ris ſtrange Logick, and 


impudence in our Prritans, to deny themfelves to be Subjects, unleſs 
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they command as Supream,A pretty made to trample upon Authori- 
ty,as if they had ſet for their pattern Pope Alexander II. who inſteed 
of ofiering his Toe to be kiſt by Frederick Barbaroſja, ſet his foot upon 
the Emperours neck. 

If at the beginning of the Warr, they wereſo ſtubborn,as not to re- 
ceive their King into their favour, unleſs he yield to their mercy, and 


ſuffer his friends to be diſtroy'd : he muſt exped ſtranger Conditions 


when they are heightned with bloud and villany. For then muſt he 
ask them Pardon , give them ſatisfaction, and carry nothing abour 
him, but the bare Title , or elſe he ſhall be none of their King. To 
which purpoſe,a whole Club of them having ſufficiently rail'd againſt 
Him, after all their lies, ſcandals, and helliſh forgeries, thus conclude 
their malice and obedience, 

Theſe are ſome few of the many reaſons, WW hy we cannot repoſe any 
more truf in him, | i.e. King Charles I. ] and have made thoje former re- 
ſolutions ; yet we ſhall uſe our utmoZ} endeavour to ſettle the prejent Go« 
wernment, as may beit ſtand with the Peace and happineſs of this Aing- 
dom.

-;*Tisa pretty piece of Policy the People had gotyfirſt ſeditiouſly ro 
fwear a wicked Oath, and then todeclare that ir is ſo farr binding; 
. Fhat they cannot in Conſcience admir their lawful King to reign over 
them, unleſs he will ſwear and forſwear as faſt as they do. Should we 
ſwear to root out Presbytery root and branch , they would call it 
wicked, and no way obligatory; and, yet lam confident, we have as 
much right (if vor more) rodolſo, then they had for the extirpation 
of Epiſcopacy. The Arch-Ducheſs ſwore never to pur off her ſmock, 
and the Arch-Duke, that he would not eat,till Offend ſhould be taken; 
but Sir Francs Vere,was not to be courted with ſuch babbles,but made 
them know the folly of ſuch raſhneſs,by the neceſſity of their nulliry; 
and had he yielded upon the foppery of preſerving them from perju- 
ry,it's probable Queen Elizebeth,or the States of Holland,would have 
rewarded him with an halter; but he was too wiſe to be catch'd with 
ſuch chafle. 

'Tis rrue,Richard 1. being at dinner atWeftminfer,and hearing that 
Philip of France had beſieged Yerneiil in Normandy , ſwore that he 
would not turn his face til] he had gotten thither with his Army, 
whereupon he caus'd the wall to be cut through, (that he wighr ſave 
his Oath by not turning his back Jand never reſted till withan hundred 
Ships,he had croſt the Seas from Portsmouth into Normandy,where the 
only rumour of his approach, made the French King raiſe his flege, 
and without ſtroke or ſight of his magnanimous Enemy quit the Field. 
Yet this is no example to us, he being his own Maſter, and the ation 


in vindication of his right:whereas we are but Subjeds, obliged to 0s 


bey our King,not to make Covenants and Oaths of our own heads a- 
eainſt him,his Authority, and the Laws of the Land. 

Bur itis norſo much the validity of an Oath which theſe peopleare 
guided by , [ forif ſo, then they would nor have broken thaſe Oaths 
and Promiſes which they had formerly taken of Allegiauce,Stpremacy, 
CanonicalObedience, Univerſity Oaths,and Subſcriptions ],but ſelf-ended 
Intereſt is the Card they ſteer by , and have all atong keen ſo earneſt 
for. Whar is advantagious to their humours, that they are for;if you be 
againſt the Covenant, they are ſworn to be your Enemies; bur, if you 
Worſhip that Idol,you need no more Chriſtianity,you are then quali- 
fied for any thing, butif otherwiſe , you are only fir company for the 
wicked; which hypocritical partiality mindes me of a paſſage in their 
Aſſembly at Glaſgow , [ 1638. ] 

The Univerſity of A4berdene ſent none of their Profeſſors to tha 


HAſembly, not daring to truſt themſelves upon the way, having been ſo ,,, 


much threatned with the loſs of their lives, tor writing againſt the Co- 
venant. Only they ſenr one of their number, no Divine, but a Pro- 
feſſor of Humanity,to excuſe their ablence:His Commiſſion being read 
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fave him only power to be there,and did conſtitute him their Agent in 
any thing which might concern their Tniverſtty,requiring him to con» 
tinue there, and from time to time to give them advertiſement of all 
thatpaſſed. The Moderator | Mr. Alex. Henderfon, well known in both 
Kingdoms for a rigid Covenanter }, did july affirm , that ir was no 
Commiſhon, the party having no power by it ro vive any voyce in the 
Aſſembly,and ſo there was no more to beſaid to ir. But immediately 
ſomething being rranſmitred by whiſpering from ear ro ear, until je 
came ro the Moderators ear; The Moderator began preſently ro Recont, 
and peruſing his Letter of Credence, ſaid, He perceived that there was 
only want of Formality in the draught,which they might eaſily paſs over, 
And ſo they allowed that for a Commiſſion which was none, and ad- 
mitted him ro have a voyce in the Afcmbly,though the Univerhiry gave 
him no ſuch power;nor would they have fenr any Commiſſioner but a 
Divine. Ar this ſudden change of the Moderator, made in him by a 
whiſper, many began to ſmile,and rolay wagersthat the party admit- 
ted was a Covenanter, which the Moderator did not expeca from thar 
@niverſity , and that this ſecretly-convey'd Intelligence of it had 
changed him. And accordingly 1t proved to be. 

Thus kiſſing goeth Þy favour among theſe people : As a man mighr 
as well have been a Devil as a Gibelline for any favour he mighr ex- 
pet from Pope Boniface YIII.foſtrialy and partially did he bind 
himſelf with thoſe of the Guelphian Intereſt.

Can any 
wan defirethe Society of more peaceable Brethren? Who only deſire, 
that their Covenant{ made againſt all Laws and Authority,yer they hold.

Peace-ſake,they are very willing toagree with the Epiſcopal Party ac- 
cording to the Covenant.

s great Pulpit-teers of Scotland,publickly rold our Houte of Lords that 


Liberty of Conſcience is no. remedy , but. Fhyſick worſe then the Deſea/e. 
-And in the ſame temper were this mans Country men,when they cry'd 


out -=--= Ged defend all thoſe who will defend Gods cauſe., and God con- 
found the Service+Book and all the maintainers of it» And this was the 
heat of the Scotch people at the beginuing of their. Covenant, ty rning 
OUT 
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out all thoſe rhat would nor ſubſcribe it,though contrary to the Kings 
command. They preſently expell'd wo Regents fromthe Colledge of 
Edinburgh for not raking ir:In Fyfe they order'd a Communion through- 
our their Churches,at which they made every one io{wear,not rotub- 
ſcribe any thing bur their Covenant. Nor were there few Miniſters in 
that Kingdom, not ſubſcribers of thetr;Covenant, whom they did not 
preſently proceſs and cite before their ſeveral Presbyteries,and others 
were kept from their Priviledges. 
Nor was this all. One of their Miniſters refuſed to pray for Sir Wil- 
liam Nesbett , late Provoft of Edinburgh , when he was lying upon his 
Death-bed , only becauſe he had not ſubſcribed their Covenant; Ano- 
ther pray'd God to /catter them all in Iſracl,and to divide them in Jacobs 
who had councill d the King to require the Confeſſion of Faith , to be 
Subſcribed by Hz Authority. Many would not admit to the Communi- 
as thoſe who had not ſubſcribed their Covenant ; Others would not 
ſuffer children tio be baptized in the Churches of thoſe Miniſters,who 
were out of the Covenant,though they were their own Pariſh-Churches, 
bur carryed them ſometimes many miles,to be baptized by Covenant- 
ing-Miniſters, One preach'd, Thar all the Non-Jub/cribers of the Co» 
venant were Atheifts, and ſo concluded, that, All the Lords of the 
Kings Council , and all the Lords of the Seſſion were ſuch , becauſe none 
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of them had ſubſcrib'd ir. Another preach'd , That as the wrath of | 
God never was diverted from his people , until the ſeven Sons of Saul © 


were hang d up before the Lord in Gibeon ; /o the wrath of God would 
never depart from Scotland , till the twice ſeven Prelates [ the number 
of the Biſhops in that Kingdom }] were hang d up before the Lord there. 
Another preach'd , 7 hat though there were never /o many Ads of Par- 
liament again# the Covenant, yet it cught to be maintain'd againit them 
all. Another deliver'd in his Sermon , that the blaudieft and ſharpe#t 
Warr wasrather to be endured, than the leaft Errour in Dottrine and Di/- 
cipline. And another of theſe Bloud-Hounds in his Pulpit thus furj- 
ouſly wiſhed ; 7 hat he and all the Bithops in that Kingdom, were in a 
bottomleſs Boat at Sea together, fur he could be well content to loſe his 
life , ſo they might loſe theirs. And what do you think of another 
of theſe Furies,, whoaftirm'd, that, Every man ought to be excom- 
municated thar took not the Covenant , and then any man miphr 
hwfully kill htm , who would put himſelf ro ſo much trouble as ro 
do It. | 
But we need not trouble our ſelves much by a recital of their 
words:lince their actions all along in that Kingdom were furiouſly hur- 
ryed on againſt Zpi/copacy,or the Toleration of any thing that did 
thwart their Covenant. | 
And after this manner have we in £nglandproceeded, the Brethren 
thinking it impoſſible for any thing to thrive, unlels Zpifcopacy be 
Pluck'd up root and branch; of which take the words of Crofton, -——

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extirpation. —= It is not unknown to any that is converſant in 
their Writings and Sermons, How for many years together they thun- 
dred before their Parliament the ruine of Zpi/copal Government, pro- 
nouncing ſad woes and judgments if any ſuch things were tolerated, 
which highly ſtir'd up the people of both Houfes ro ad ſo fiercely 
againſt all Law and Reaſon, for the maintenance of their wicked Cove- 
nant and Presbytery, allowing no more mercy to the Orthodox Clergy 
rfien a Jew, who ſometimes might breathe amongſt them, bur not do 
any thing in ſatisfaGiion of their Conſci2nces. Theſe men being then

lick allowance for their tins. 
If the Epiſcopal Clergy, defire that they may have priviledge of 
Conſcience, according to the Laws of the Land, Baxter blefſeth him- 
ſelf, and wonders they can have the confidence to ask ſuch a favour; _—_ AR 
and tels them, that this denyal 1s /o farr from being a Perjecution , Grotian Rel: 

For, p.uz,1 OO 
if you of the Epiſcopal Clergy ſhould have liberty, #t world be the 24 
greates] blow that ever was given to your Government ; and the 
reaſon is, becalle, 2.07 world have a ſmall Clergy, and none «f the beſt , 
and the People in mot Pariſhes,that are mot ignorant, drunken, profane, 
unruly. — —— For, the cauſeof their love to Epiſcopacy, is, be- 
cauſe it was a ſhadow ( if not a ſhelter) to the profane heretofore. , 
ſo that a Prelatical Church would in the common account be near kin to an 
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Alehouſe or Tavern (to /ay no wor/e),»here ſome honeſt men may be;and, 
yet it zs taben for the note of an honeit ſober man to be as little in them as 
may be, 

Twas the faſhion of Andreas Ordesgna, that famous Painter of Flo= 
rence, tO paint all his Enemies in Hell:and what leſs malice Baxter and 
his Agociates have againſt the Zpi/copal Clergy,may in part be ſeen by 
their Actions and railing; and, what reaſon they have now ( befides 
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their Impudence) to expert and demand a Tolerarion , ſince they fo 
violently deny 'd it to others, I muſt plead ignorance; eſpecially, the 
zealous Mr. Richard having been one of the greateſt Enemies both to 
King and Church in all the Kingdoms, 

Yer would they now gladly periwade the Biſhops , 7 hat,there may 
be either a total abolitien of Ceremonies, or at leaZt juch a liberty, that 
thoſe who are unſatisfied concerning their lawfilne/s or expediency , may 
ngt be compell'd to the prafti/e of them, or /ub/cription to them.

Thus are they now for a perfed 7uleration, knowing in time,thar 
they and the other Sefartes, by ſuch a connivence may deſtroy all a- 
again,cither by a Presbyterian Parliament,or another Rebellion; by this 
liberty they having the conveniency ro multiply their number both 
with rhe Great ones and Inferiour; as a means for which, they would 
bave the Zniverſities,and Cathedrals too,receptacles for their Faction, 
which will be the only means ro ruin both places, by a continual Feud 
and Faction, — We further humbl 'y beſeech your Majeſty , That this Li- 
berty of forbearing the Surplice,may extend t1 Colledges and Cathedrals 
alſo,that it drive not thence all thoje that ſeruple it, and make tho/e places 
receptive only for a Party. 4nd,that the Youth of the Nation may have juff 
tiberty as well as the Elder. 1f they be ingaged in the Univerlities, and 
their Liberties there cut off in their beginning,they cannot afterwards be

Here you may ſee their violence againſt Laws and the Church; their 
furiouſneſs for a publick Zoleration,the Mother of confulſion;and their 
ſtrange and ſottiſh complaints to the People of unheard of Ferſecu- 
tion againſt their Saintſhips;never remembring,that, when they were 
Lords and Maſters of Miſ-Rule, how many able Divines they turn'd 
our of their Livings , and begger'd meerly for their Loyalty ; and 
yet theſe men would now be favour'd for their Schiltm and Re- 
bellion. 

They thought it very fit for their Friends of the Long-Parliament,to 
rurn above an hundred Miniſters out of London, and the neighbouring 
Churches, and as many Scholars our of the 7niverſity of Oxford under 
the notion of a Viſitation, with a great many our of Cambridge.

'Tis an eaſe thing to caſt reproach upon the beſt of men amongſt the

Adultery , the famous Athanaſizs Biſhop of Alexandria of many other «. = 48, &c, 
crimes , meerly to make them odious to the World , and throw 

them from their Biſhopricks : And the rabble of Zexrs falſly impured Jo. Chena

ſtrange wickednels to their Biſhop Briccive. Thus did our £nglih iſe. Gall, 
Puritans ſcandalize Archbiſhop Zaud of Popery , though none writ (679, p, 419. 
more bravely againſt them; Thus did they vilifie Dr.Cozin's(now Biſhop 

of Durham),though none oppoſed them more ſtifly beyond-Seas. Thus 


wasChilling/worth lander'd,though none repuls'd them moreby Rea- 
Gg 2 ſon ; 
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ſon; Arch-Biſhop Bancroft, and Biſhop Bromball , mult lye under the 
laſh of theſe abuſes, though they manifeſted their Innocency;norcan 
Biſhop Wren, Biſhop Pierce, Biſhop Taylor, nay nor Biſhop Z/her him- 
ſelf, eſcape the maligniry of ſuch dirracors; neither muſt rhar grear 
Grotizs, (a man of more learning than all his Enemies in the World)in 
this ſhun the dirt and envy of a root of ſnarling Pigmies. 

And, when they can findno vice in the Perſon, then will they make 
the Order and Office to be a 1in,wOrthy all manner of miſery and per- 
ſecuctios: Though all their Reaſons for ſo doing,being well examin'd, 
ſeem bur like ſo many Cypre/s Trees, which grow tall, ſeem fair and 
glorious, yet barren from all manner of fruir, Nor do they any thing 
elſe but renew their old complaints, having nothing to lay, but what 
was alledg'd (and abundantly confured)many years ago;their prefent 
Arguments being not unlike the Ficus Indica ,whoſe boughs take root 
again in ſo multiplyed a faſhion, that you would almoſt ſuppole them 
to be a conſiderable Wood,and yer 'tis but all one and the fame Tree, 
growing originally from one Root: yer,with theit, they make a great 
Bravado and Cry,though ir be bur like the ſhecring of Hoges » with 
out the gaining of any Wool, which 15 ſuſhctcnt to nauſeare any man 
from their Refutation ; the undertaking of it, being to as ſmall pur 
poſe, as thoſe Athenians, who thought to gain great ſtore of gold by 
conquering the Emmet of Hymettzs: For nothing can be gain'd by 
theirWritings, unleſs Malice and Jonorance may £o for precious Jewels. 

To be ſhort : Thoſe who pretend ro be ſich Zealors for the Re- 
formed Chnrch, ſhould not endeavour its diſcredir, by aſſerting hey 
novelty. If that be trrue,which the moſt learned of the Prote8Fants have 
maintain'd, viz. thar, that, which we call the Popi/h Reiigion, had no 
firm foundation by a publick acknowledgement,ti!l abour fix hundred 
years after our Saviour s birth; Then were the Ceremonies now of rhe 
Church of Ezgland, uſed and generally receiv'd long before Papiſtry 
had its being, as is palpable from Church-Hiſtory and the Fathers ; 
So thar, we might as well call Churches, Bells, Pulpits, Hower-Glaſjes, 
writen-Sermons, &c. Popiſh , as well as Forms of Prayer , Miniftericl 
habits, and ſuch like. AndI am apt to believe, thar , if our Church 
ſhould bring in the Wafer, (as there is neither harm in form nor mat- 
ter) that many of our Zealots, would refuſe the Communion, thouch 
they are in uſe at Geneva; yet the grand Diſciple and adorer of thar 
City and Government,doth call it 7 he Round Clipped God;which ſhews, 
that the Maſters and Scholars cannot alwaies agree 1n all things. 

Nay, theſe men are ſo farr from agreement amongſt rhemſclves,thar, 
for ought that 1 know, their minds may alter with the Times and Sea« 
tons, of which (amongſt many) rake bur this one example. 

One of their chief Generals, viz. Maſter Baxter, a lictle before the 
King came in, doth publickly, declare.--__..T hat a Sinted Liturgy 
2 in it ſelf lawful, nay, in ſome things neceſsary. And thar, if the Ma- 
giſtrare,ſhould impoſe (and he could not otherwiſe be diſpenſed with- 


all) the garplice, though it were made a teaching ſign, the whitneſſe

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of it being to/ignifte Purity 3 or ſhould he alſo appoint kneeling at the 
Sacrament, he would obſerve both. And as for the Ring in Marriage, 
the name and form of an Altar,and Organs,or other Inftruments of M»ſuck, 
were they ſo enjoyn'd, he ſhould find no reaſon to ſcruple them. Nor 
would he be wanting to the obſervation of oar Church Holy-dayes. Nor 
dare he peremptorily ſay, that it z unlawful touſe the Croſſe in Bapti/me 
Nor will he condemn the Ancients and Moderns that uſe it;nor will he make 
any diſturbance in the Church about it. 

Clinias and Demetas in Sydney , proteſted to fight like HeFors , and 
gaveour as terrible Bravado's againſt each other,as the ſroureſt Cham- 
pion in the world, each confiding in the cowardice of his Adverſary, 
like Sir Ambros de 12 Foole, and Sir John in the Play : And afrer this 
manner doth Eaxter ſhew himſelf. When there was no ſign of Epiſco» 
pall Governmenr,and he hoped that neither King, Law, nor It,would 
ever be in force and authority again 3 Then who bur Baxter ? O how 
conformable would he be, if the Ceremonies were but ſerled ! What 
great things would he do, if theſe things were bur up again ! But 
words are meer winde, though they ſignifie ſomething withan honeſt 


wan. Now that the King's come over,and the Church reſerled,none — 


more againſt jt than Baxter, none more oppoſeth the peace of the 
Church than he;none more violent againſt Authoriry;nor iS there any 


man oppoſeth Decency more than this Prote:yet is this like the _— 


of his Facion,who ſwear Allegiance, and think they ſatisfie and fulfill 
their Oath by Rehelling.

ſtudies and preferment. If they ſay,as I have heard, that theſe Bene- 
faQorſhips were given not to the men, bur the Dioceſſes;by this retort 
they malepertly refle& upon the Kings diſcretion, whoſe wiſdom 
thinks ſuch men fit for , and capable of,fuch Places. Bur by this they 
may as well reaſon againſt Colledge and Hoſpital Lands, and the Com- 
mons belonging to Corporations;and when they have once taken theſe a- 
waysthey will cat up one another through avarice, Aur enough of this, 
only there was ſome ground for the obſervation,that the only way to 
preferment, was to be a puſling Nen-conformif#. 
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Beſides theſe and others, they have another way to ſhake the foun- V, 
dation of £pi/copacy and the peace of the Nation. They know full well 
thar nothing ſeems more formidable to the vulgar, then a ſtory of þ:-.

Thus was this fpurious Wretch illegally begotren,and brought forth

And how ſevere they ſticktothis murthering Article, you ſhall 
ſee by one paſlage. 

In the year 1649. the Parliament remaining Conquezours,many of 
the Loyal Party thought it fit ro compound for their Eſtates; berter to 
have ſomething than nothing. Amonegſt thoſe , in the County of Che- 
Fer,who were pur to this hardſhip,were Mr. Ricbard Brereton of 4/þ- 
ley, Mr. John Wilſon, and others : This highly perplext the Committee 
then at Cheer, who therefore wrote ſeveral Letters to the Youths at 
Gold/miths-Hall,defiring them never to take ſuch friends ro the King, 
intro Compoſition;and one of their great ſticklers at CheFer,[ Mr,S.C. ] 
thus delivers the Opinion of himſelf and his friends about this buſ:-

As for the Obligation of the Covenant , they themſelves are ſome- 
times forced to deny it,unleſs rhey will make a particular exception a-. 
gainſt all General Rules. When the. Scotsin 1639.were a little troubled 
that Zpi/copacy was not abſolutely abjured in their former Oaths, 
which many thought binding to them; The Coveparters thinking to take 
away thar rub, that all men might with more freeneſs embrace their 
Covenant, declare publickly ro rhe World, that rhe (wearer 15 neither 
obliged 'to-the meaning of the preſcriber of the Oath, nor his own 
meaning,but as the Authority ſhall afterwards interpret 1t; and then, 
by this Heatheniſh rule, what will become of the binding force of the 
Covenant at this time? Which is voidalſo in the opinion ofa great Pres- 
byterian under the name of 7 heophilus T imorcus, who thus ſhews him- 
ſelf, -Suppoſe,that upon mature deliberation,the Minifters that ſutb= 
ſcribed and took the Oath of Canonical Obedience, find that it was an 
unlawful Oath , or Subſcription, ————— They are in /uch caſe only ob 
liged to be humbled for their raſh ſubſcription and taking of that Oath,and 
their;ſecond Oath -again# them will hold valid. - Now if they think, 
this a ſufficient /aivo, I ſhall only inſert theſe four words, Holy Leagne: 
and Covenant inſtead of the fore-mentioned four words Oath of Canon- 
ical Obedience, and think the Abſolution ſufficient according to their 
own Argument. 
Mr Crofton tells us,that the Oath which the King taketh at his Coro- 
nation for the defence of Biſhops, is of ſmall validity, becauſe limired 
to the Laws of #he Land. Bur will this ſubordinate it to the Covenant? 
Or will he make a little ſcribble-ſcrabble of a few perjured Rebels to 
be the Law of the Land?If the Kings Oath,and other mens Oaths, muſt

ments, for many Generations paſt;let others commend themſelves for 
me) that were burnt by the hands of the Hangman in London, by Au- 
thority of Parliament, a Supream Power to that which made and 
forced it.

to the Independent Engagement againſt King, dgc.nay;the Covenant too; 
becauſe ſome great Presbyterians took it ? 

The truth is, the Presbyterians, by the fortune of Warr, becoming 
Maſters, ſeiz'd upon the Revenues of thofe who had been faithful ro 
his Majeſty, not ſuffering many of them ro Compound, but upon a- 
bominable rerms, for their Eſtates;unteſs they would rake the Covenant 
to boot : which ſhews the implacable malice of the Puritans; who in 
this,like the /talian,made it their buſineſs to deſtroy the ſoul roo.
